Any usually the products 
we use have that extra- 
strength capability that 
helps bust dirt away. But as 
it turns out, that extra- 
strength may be extra- 
deadly 

As we move to a more 
Earth-conscious way of 
thinking, the way we clean 
our house comes under 
question. It isnolonger safe 
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to use the extra-strength, 
extra-toxiccleansers that go 
down the drain through the 
pipes (leaking who knows 
where) and out into treat- 
ment plans or oceans 

But there is a way 
around poisoning the water 
and still beating the crud 
out of grime 

In her book, “Clean & 
Green,” (Ceres Press) Annie 
Berthold Bond dishes out 
the dirt on cleaning ecolog:- 
cally There are plenty of 
commercially made prod- 
ucts available in most 
health food stores that are 
ecologically and environ- 
mentally safe. But if you 
want to goal! natural, youl 
be surprised what can be 
used. 

Some of the safe clean- 
ing products that tan be 
found around your home 
include: 

* Baking soda. Odor ab- 
sorbing, deodorizing, mild 
abrasive 

° Borax. Disinfects, de- 
odorizes, inhibits mold 
growth. 

* Cream of Tartar 
Cleans porcelain, drains 
and metal 

* Salt. An effective non- 
scratching abrasive cleaner 
with bacteria inhibiting 
qualities.

* Mix % to % teaspoon 
vegetable-oil based liquid 
soap, 3 tablespoons vinegar 
and 2 cups of water Put in

spray bottle, shake and 
squirt 
SCOPRING POWDERS 
*Pour'Acup baking aoda 
in a bowl and coat a damp

Rub surface with spongeand 
wipe clean

A SAFER SPRING CLIPPING

Spring has sprung, the grass is growin’! 1 wonder how the 
mower's doin’? 

Ever find yourself asking the saine question? With 
spritigtiine'’s arrival, most homeowners do. The last time 
most of us thought about our lawn mower was in the fall 
when we pushed it into a dark corner, happy to have one 
less chore to do. But eventually, one bright, sunny morning 
we all face the inevitable -- that first spring clipping. 

Before you turn a key or pull a cord, do yourself a favor. 
Take a few minutes to think about your mower and how to 
use it safely It could make the difference between a 
summertime full of fun activity and a serious accident 

Whether you've just bought a brand new machine or are 
simply dusting off “old reliable,” the key to mower safety is 
knowing your equipment and how to use it properly. That 
means reading the operator's manual and familiarizing 
yourself with mowing techniques. 

Over the seasons, here are some safety tips I try to keep 
in mind. 

Dress for the job Wear close-fitting clothes, long slacks 
and closed-toe shoes with traction soles for protection. Loose 
clothes can snag on controls or get caught in moving parts. 
Tuck in that shirttail and avoid dangling jewelry or flowing 
scarves. 

“Take a hike.” Before you mow for the first time each 
spring, take a hike, or at least a walk, around the lawn. Pick 
up any stones, sticks, toys or other debris that can get 
caught in whirling blades and become unidentified flying 
objects. 

Gas up. Be sure to add the correct fuel or fuel mixture 
for your mower. It goes without saying to hand fuel with 
care. 

If you smoke, leave cigarettes, matches and lighters so 
you're not tempted to light up. Add fuel outdoors where 
there's plenty of ventilation and never, never and fuel when 
the engine is running or hot. 

Clean up. Move the mower away from any gasoline that 
may have spilled before starting the engine. Store fuel in an 
approved safety container 

Check-up. Visually inspect your mower. Make sure all 
safety devices are in place and working. Tighten nuts, bolts 
and screws to kecp equipment in safe working condition. 
Replace worn or broken parts immediately. Keep guards and 
safety shields in place. If you haven't had your mower 
serviced in a while, you may want to take it to an authorized 
service center for a maintenance checkup. 

If it's not running right, turn it off! Don’t be tempted 
to make even the slightest adjustment to your mower with 
the engine running. Even if you have a “hard-starter,” turn 
off the mower and give the engine and muffler time to cool 
before working on the machine. On riding equipment, 
disconnect the battery ground cable before working on the 
electrical system 

A lawn mower is a powerful cutting tool and like any 
high-speed equipment with sharp blades, it needs to be 
operated with your complete attention and a great deal of 
respect. It takes only a few moments to make sure that you 
and your equipment are properly prepared to kick off the 
new mowing season. Investing the time to get to know your 
lawn mower and observing a few basic safety rules will help 
prevent mishaps and ensure a safer mowing season. Happy 
mowing! 


Here are some common questions I’m often asked about 
safe mowing techniques: 

Are there any specific safety tips for mowing in “tricky” 
areas like hillstdes and around trees? 

'f you have slopping ground in your yard, mow across a 
slope with a walk-behind mower. That way, should you trip 
and fall, the mower is less likely to tumble onto you. With a 
riding mower, travel up and down a slope because this is 
more stable. If a slope is simply too steep to mow safely, 
plant a decorative groundcover to avoid mowing the area 
altogether. Likewise, consider a groundcover for tight 
corners that require you to mow forward, then back up. 
Spread shredded tree bark or pine straw along the borders 
of the lawn and around trees. This saves trim time and 
prevents damage to trees from the mower hitting agaunst the 
trunks. Fill low spota with soil and replant grass to avoid 
turning an ankle while you mow. If you have trees on your 
lawn, prune lower branches that can flick an eye or knock 
you off balance while mowing. 

What's the best way to clean the mower’s discharge chute 
to free tu tgs or leares that occasionally get stuck? 

First, try to prevent clogging your dischage chute. Before 
you mow, patrol the lawn to collect any objects that could 
get caught in a mower’s discharge chute. If the chute 
becomes clogged, turn off the mower, on a riding mower, 
disengage the mower blade before attempting to clear a clog. 
Disconnect the spark plug wire on walk-behind mowers to 
make sure the engine won't restart if you accidentally turn 
the blade. And remember, use a stick or tool to clear clogs, 




























































not your fingers. Otherwise, you may end cutting more than 
just the grass 

Do I have to fertilize if I leave my grass clippings on the 
laun? 

Leaving grass clippings on the lawn can provide as much 
as 20 percent of the nitrogen needed by your lawn. Within 
a week after mowing the lawn, nitrogen from the 
decomposed clippings will show up in the new grass 
growth 

However, you'll still want to fertilize about a month after 
the grass starts growing to replenish root zone food reserves, 
and again about a month before the lawn goes dormant to 
prepare the root zone for continued growth underground. 
The pre-dormant feeding is the most important one. 

Can grass clippings be used in a backyard composter? 

Yes... and also chopped leaves in autumn. The only 
precaution is this - wait at least four mowings after the 
application of a pesticide. Also, use only vegetable matter in 
a composter and avoid plants tliat are obviously diseased. 

How can I tell when my lawn needs to be watered? 

If the grass blades begin to curl, that’s a sure sign that 
they need a drink. If the lawn turns a bluish-green color or 
if you walk across the lawn and can see your footprints in 
the grass, those are others signs that your lawn needs water. 

Here's a good way to gauge the application of one inch of 
water. Put a mark about one inch from the bottom of 
several plastic food containers of the same size. Spread them 
around the watering zone of your sprinkler and time how 
long it takes the water to reach the one inch marks. Then 
water for that length of time whenever your lawn shows 
signs of thirst. 

What do the results of a soil test reveal? 

Basically, soil tests determine current conditions and 
identify lawn preblems. For example, the tests will reveal the 
ph of the soil -- how acidic the soil is -- and the level of 
nutrients in the soil. Most test results will not provide these 
determinations but also suggest types and amounts of lime 
or sulpher and fertilizers you may need to put your soil in 
the best possible condition. Contact an extension service or 
university turf specialist to find out where you can have your 
soil tested.

WALLS AND FLOORS 
New finishes are 
fancy and fun

According to product sty] 
ing specialista at Armstrong 
Floors, shades of one par- 
ticular color are especially 
popular 

“Never before have we of- 
fered so many greens, andi in 
such a diverse range,” says 
Armstrong s Ann Miller. 

But whether green gives 
you delight or vertigo, it’s 
certainly not the only option 
for your home's walls, floors 
and ceilings. 

In fact, never before have 
there been so many choices, 
from unusual paint tech- 
niques and wallpapers to 
durable and beautiful car- 
pets and flooring. 

WALLS 

Paint suppliers can mix 
and hue for you. You might, 
for example, match a color 
found in the patterned fabric 
you've chosen for drapes or 
upholatery. 

Textured walls with a 
marbleized or sponge finish 
canlend asophisticated, con- 
temporary look. And now 
there are kits that contain 
everything youneed, includ- 
Ing step-by-step instructions. 

It’s also possible to apply 
stenciled designs anywhere 
paint will adhere, even to 
textiles. Ready-made pat- 
terns abound, and simple 
designs are easy to cut. 

Consider a mural for a 
windowless wall; perhaps a 
ready-made wallpaper scene. 
You might have an artist cre- 
ate a custom landscape - or, 
for the ceiling, a faux sky, 
complete with cottony clouds 
and mischievous cherubs. 

Wallpapers range from 
abstracts and crisp geo- 
metrics to beautifully ren- 
dered florals. Stripes come 
in fresh color combinations, 


such as black, gray, and 
white with tomato red 

Wallpaper borders can be 
applied in just a few hours 
for minimal expense; the re- 
sults can be drainatic. 

You might use a floral or 
fruit patterned border 
against a stnped wallpaper 
or solid-color wall. Or apply 
aborder with carpenter’sglue 
to edge your floor, seal with 
polyurethane. 

“Juxtapose crisp checks 
and stripesinachild’sroom,” 
suggests Home magazine. “It 
is easy to cut striped wallpa- 
Per crosswise into strips and 
then to reassemble them into 
a checkerboard.” 

Another idea from Home: 
decoupage. You cut out de- 
sign elements from wallpa- 
per (flowers, bows, tassels, 
stars, patterns, animals, 
whatever) and use them to 
punctuate walls - in clusters 
of at random. 

Lincrusta and Anaglypta 
are high-relief embossed 
wall-coverings, luxurious 
plasterwork friezes and 
gilded leather wall-cover- 
ings. 

The popularity of em- 
bossed coverings derives 
from their intricate designs, 
versatility and durability; 
they’re perfect for adding a 
“period look” to any interior. 

Goahead and write onthe 
walls, advises Metropolitan 
Home magazine. But rather 
than graffiti, choose words 
in flowing, elegant script or 
lettering reminiscent of an- 
cient Greece. As for content, 
consider poetry or philoso- 
phy (Plato, Socrates, Shakes- 


peare).

Use rugs to define areas. 
A fine Oriental rug is more 
than a functional floor cover; 

it’aan investment and a work 
of art. You'll find an exten- 
sive range of patterns, col- 
ors, materials and prices. 

Custom area rug makers 
can create designs as simple 
as a rug with a contrasting 
border, or as complex as the 
yellow-gray-and-white geo- 
metric abstract Robert A.M.

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ROMPER ROOMS 
Creating the perfect 
space for kids

Expectant parents might 
envision the ideal nursery as 
a fantasy place, complete 
with an antique cradle, lace 
curtains and Amish quilts. 

But whose design needs 
does a room like that serve? 
As Mary Gilliatt points out 
in “Designing Roomsfor Chil- 
dren” (Little, Brown), that 
kind of nursery might be a 
parent’s dream, but it won't 
do much for the child. 

Instead, the ideal nursery 
isafunctional room, astimu- 
lating place where children 
can sleep, play, sit, read, draw 
and store all their stuff. Even 
a room for a newborn can be 
designed to grow with the 


tyke. 

Gilliatt is a staunch advo- 
cate of function rather than 
making trendy design atate- 
ments, and she insista that 
the same basic room that 
serves a baby can be adapted 
to suit a teen-ager. Smart 
new parents look ahead; in- 
atead of blowing decorating 
dollars on a fancy cnb, they 
invest in a sturdy wardrobe 
and drawers (not baby-size 
ones, either). 

Take, for example, anurs- 
ery that includes a sleeping 
cot, wardrobe with cup- 
boards, bookshelves, a 
counter with two sets of 
drawersandatrolley for baby 
things. For a toddler, the cot 
ia replaced by a bed with a 
safety rail, and the trolley 
now holds toys. 

Oncethe childisin school, 
parents might add bunk 
beds, and the trolley holds a 
computer or books; the 
counter that served as a 
changing area in babyhood 
is now a desk for doing home- 
work. For a teen-ager, the 
room also can serve as a pn- 
vate sitting room - the bunk 
beda are replaced by daybeds 
or futons that convert from 
sofas to beds; the trolley can 
hold a television set or atereo 
equipment 

Along the way, parents 
can use light fixtures, prints 
and color schemes using in- 
expensive paint techniques 
and throw rugs to create a 
room that reflecta their 
child’s interesta and stage in 
life. 

Here are more tips from 
Gilhatt’s book: 

*Provide plenty of stor- 
age. Kids, like adults, have 
lota of stuff and they need 
room to store it. And having 
enough storage space might 
even encourage tidy habita. 

Be aure there is plenty of 
drawer space, as well asopen 
shelving that is acceasible to 
the child. Storage can be 
improvised out of almoat any- 
thing, including built-in wood 
ahelvea, wire and wicker bas- 
kets, crates and bookshelves 


Where space is really 
tight, consider buying a bed 
with drawersunderneath for 
more storage.

You easily can do this 
yourself. Look for the perfect 
fabric at a yardage supply 
store; hem the edges to pre- 
vent fraying, then drape over 
and around a curtain rod.

Continued from Page ~ 
durable, tinted clear plastic 
used for sunglasses 

Simple window treat- 
ments -- or none at all -- are 
best if the outdoors is an 
asset. Stylish and versatile, 
three to four inch shutters 
can be adjusted to let in or 
totally shut out light and 
view. 

To lend the illusion of 
taller, larger windows, ex- 
tend shutters past the top of 
the window to the ceiling -- 
and then keep the view-less 
shutters closed. 

Shutters can be left 
simple or softened with 
valences, drapery panels 
and or shades. 

Hf your view is uninspir- 
ing, you might replace your 
existing windows with 
etched or stained glass -- or 
have them covered with 
stained-glass overlay. 

Are security and privacy 
priorities? Exterior rolling 
shutters, used extensively 
throughout Europe, can be 
adapted to any size window 
They roll down -- electrically 
or manually -- from a hous- 
ing that hides them when 
not in use.

Call it Cape Cod: small 
panes of glass within larger 
windows. 

The architectural term is 
“muntins,” but manufactur- 
ers refer to them as “grills” 
or “grids.” The look they 
create is "divided light.” 

Windows with grids range 
in style from traditional to 
contemporary, they're often 
what sells the product. 

Muntins can be simulated 
-- which reduces costs and 
maintenance Grills snap in 
and out to make cleaning 
easier, and one large piece of 
double-paned, argon-filled) 
glass can be more energy- 
efficient than a grid of panes 
held in place with metal or 
wood

Work Safely Near Overhead Power Lines 


Even though electricity 1s one 
our safest forms of energy. there are 
certain situations in which electricity 
can be deadly. High voltage power 
lines are designed to carry large 
amounts of electricity, at exceptional- 
ly high voltages. from the generating 
source to the end consumer. Because 
it would be prohibitively expensive to ° 
insulate these lines or bury them un- 
derground. they are carried 18 ft. or 
more above the ground on wooden 
poles or metal towers to reduce the 
nsk of equipment or people coming in 


contact with the bare wires. 


But even with these precautions, in- 
dividuals working on top of buildings. 
using metal ladders. or operating tall 
machinery must be particularly cau- 
tious not to come 1n contact with over- ° 
head lines. As vou work outdoors this

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Sanitary District 
To Be Established 


In Deer Park Areg 


The residents of Deer 
Park who showed up for a 
Public hearing on the 
Proposed establishment of a 
Sanitary District for sewage 
disposal there reportedly 
voiced no opposition to the 
plan. The Garrett County 
Commissioners conducted 
the meeting Tuesday eve- 


ning at the courthouse, and 


those in attendance also 


expressed an interest in 
secliring a water system for 
the town : 

Garrett County Sanitary 
District Administrator Wen- 
dell Beitzel reported that the 
plan calls for the construc- 
tion of a sewer system for 
approximately 150 dwellings 
in the town The Garrett 
County Sanitary Commission 
has already obtained 
$200,000 from the Maryland 
Department of the Envi- 
Tronment and is currently 
waiting to hear if grant 
funding from other sources

State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Show Increase 


Although employment in 
Maryland increased in Feb- 
ruary to its highest level on 
record for the month, an 
increase in the number of 
Jobseekers entering the labor 
force caused the state’s un- 
employment rate to rise 
from 6.4 percent in January 
to 4.7 percent in February. 
Even with this increase in 
joblessness, the state's cur- 
Trent jobless rate is conskler- 
ably below the February 
1992 rate of 7.5 percent. 

‘Although joblessness 
increased in February, we 
are encouraged that the 
unemployment rate and the 
number of people out of 
work are much lower than a 
year ago,” said Mark L. Was- 
serinan, secretary of econom- 
ic and employment develop- 
ment (DEED). “Unemploy- 
ment is up because more 
people are looking for work, 
a sign of confidence in the 
future growth of the econo- 
my.” 
Garrett County’s jobless 
rate also increased, from 
12.2 percent in January to 
13.3 percent in February, 
but was below the February 
1992 figure of 14.0 percent 

During February, state 
employment gained by 
23,547, reaching an all-time 
high for the month of 
2,426,201.

Lost Woman's Body 
Found By Rafters 


In Yough River 


The search for a Deer 
Park woman came to an end 
yesterday when a group of 
rafters discovered her body 
in the Youghiogheny River, 
15 miles downstream from 
where she 1s assumed to 
have entered the swollen 
waters Jacqueline L. Jones, 
35, was reported missing last 
Friday afternoon, and an 
extensive search was set in 
motion at that time by the 
Maryland Rangers of the 
Department of Netural Re- 
sources (DNR). 

According to Gary Yoder, 
DNR liaison for Western 
Maryland, her body was 
found shortly after noon 
when the group of rafters 
capsized about three miles 
south of Friendsville, just 
below the National Falls. 
Vihen the boaters were gath- 
ering their belongings, they 
apparently spotted the body. 
The Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management was 
contacted immediately, and 
the dispatcher in turn con- 
tacted the rangers. Miss 
Jones's body was then trans- 
ported to Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital. where it 
was positively identified. It 
was later transferred to 
Baltimore for autopsy, a 
routine procedure in cases of 
unattended death. 

Miss Jones’s car was 
found parked at Swallow 
Falls State Park last Friday, 
locked but containing several 
of her personal belongings, 
according to reports. At the 
start of the search, Ranger 
Roger Riley assigned Ranger 
Butch Zimmerman to the 
investigation, who worked 
with Detective Jeff Murphy 
of the Garrett County Sher- 
ffs Office during the five 
days that Miss Jones was 
missing

The warch for a leer 
Park woman came to an end 
yesterday when a group of 
rafters discovered her body 
in the Youghiogheny River, 
15 mies downstream from 
where she is assumed to 
have entered the swollen 
waters.

Although employment in 
Maryland increased in Feb-

Lost Woman's Body 
Found By Rafters 
In Yough River 


The search for a Deer 
Park woman came to an end 
yesterday when a group of 
rafters diacovered her body 
in the Youghiogheny River, 
15 miles downstream from 
where she is assumed to 
have entered the swollen 
waters. Jacqueline L. Jones, 
35, was reported missing last 
Friday afternoon, and an 
extensive search was set in 
motion at that time by the 
Maryland Rangers of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR). 

According to Gary Yoder, 
DNR liaison for Western 
Maryland, her body was 
found shortly after noon 
when the group of rafters 
capsized about three miles 
south of Friendsville, just 
below the National Falls 
Vchen the boaters were gath- 
ering their belongings, they 
apparently spotted the body. 
The Garrett County Office of 
Emergency Management was 
contacted immediately, and 
the dispatcher in turn con- 
tacted the rangers. Miss 
Jones's body was then trans- 
ported to Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital, where it 
was positively identified. It 
was later transferred to 
Baltimore for autopsy, a 
routine procedure in cases of 
unattended death. 

Miss Jones’s car was 
found parked at Swallow 
Falls State Park last Friday, 
locked but containing several 
of her personal belongings, 
according to reports. At the 
start of the search, Ranger 
Roger Riley assigned Ranger 
Butch Zimmerman to the 
investigation, who worked 
with Detective Jeff Murphy 

of the Garrett County Sher- 
iffs Office during the five 
days that Miss Jones was 
missing

Eric Thomas, a represen- 
tative of the Schiller Insti- 
tute, Inc., met with the com- 
missioners Tuesday to ask if 
they would submit a resolu- 
tion stating that Garrett 
County would be in favor of 
removing the Pike statue. 
Representatives of the group 
are conducting the campaign 
in local governments 
throughout the United Na- 
tions. 

Thomas explained that 
the statue is of a man who 
was one of the chief found- 
ers of the Ku Klux Klan and 
who “was actually convicted 
as a traitor by both the 
Confederacy and the Union,” 
he said, adding that Pike is 
still held in high regard by

Dennett Road Fmphasizes Reading 

(This article was written by Mr. Asa McCain, 
principal of Dennett Road Elementary School.) 

When members of the Dennett Road Elementary School 
Improvement Team met to set goals for the current school 
year, they had just been inspired by Jim Trelease, author of 
the Read Aloud Handbook. He stressed the important of 
reading both in school and at home. Our school had just 
scored above the national average 1n all areas of the CTBS 

ye felt we could continue to make gains by emphasizing 
reading 

The team set school goals to be strived for that went 
above and beyond the newly adopted Macmillan county 
reading series. 

Each class increased the number of minutes each day of 
silent sustained reading. In addition, each class added oral 
reading by the teacher, parent volunteers, or peers. 
Kindergarten selected Big Books. predictable stories and 
math story activities to emphasize First grade teachers read 
aloud to the total class, or individual students read to a 
buddy. Second grade students read aloud to the class and 
took part in the Pizza tut Book-It program. Third grade 
students read aloud to a parent volunteer or a classmate 
They also featured a favorite author or story bulletin board 
They all participated in the Book-It program. Fourth and 
fifth graders took part in the Book-It program, too. They 
read award-winning books by famous authors. Fifth graders 
participated in the Cumberland-Times Newspaper program 
They also have attended computer classes on developing and 
reading charts and graphs. These classes were taught by 
Charles Trautwein, the county computer resource teacher 

The PTA became involved in supporting the on-going 
student programs and kicking oif a plan to get parents to 
take part. This effort started with the October meeting 
which addressed ways to read with and to encourage your 
child to read for pleasure at home. Among the ideas 
presented were the following: setting aside a family-reading 
time, reading aloud to your children regardless of age, having 
older siblings read to and listen to younger siblings read, 
having family outings to the library and book store, and 
giving books as gifts on holidays. 

In addition, the PTA received a grant from Walden Books 
to enhance the RIF program (Reading 1s Fundamental). As 
a result, each child will receive a book of hissher own three 
times during the year 

Finally, the PTA 1s sponsoring a reading award week 
entitled "Get Into Books in A Big Way Be a 
READEROSAI'RI’S!' This will take place during National 
Library Week, April 18-24 

Rounding out the effort, the media center has added 
many exciting books to its collection and is sponsoring two 
book fairs

held at Garrett Community College, with exhibits open to 
the public beginning at 7 pm.

Fourth and fifth graders from Friendsville Flementary 
will travel to Grantaville Elementary on April 15, where they 
will join students there to see the exhibit from the Maryland 
Science Center

Head Start, a pre-school program, believes that (he gains 
made by the child in Head Start must be understood and 
built upon by the family and the community To achi ! 
goal, Head Start provides the involvement of the child's 
family by providing many opportunities for a richer 
appreciation of the young child’s needs and how to ineet 
them. 

Head Start offers an education program designed to buil 
on parents’ pre-existing skills. It provides traming on ¢ 1 d 
abuse prevention techniques, drug abuse prevention, child 
safety, single parenting, and parent awareness of children's 
rights parents’ responsibilities. 

Referrals are made by staff (upon request of a parent: to 
appropriate agencies for counseling concerning family 
problems. Staff is available for child abuse noglect {raining 
each year, providing the needed expertise In working with 
abused children. Staff is also able to offer alternative 
methods to parents in coping with stressful situations 

By calling attention to the educational programs and

Edwards Introduces 


Jennings Randolph 
Lake Legislation 


In an effort to establish a 
compact that would provide 
for the consolidation of 
authority over both the West 
Virginia and Maryland 
portions of Jennings 
Randolph Lake, District 1-A 
Delegate George ©. Edwards 
recently introduced House 
Bill 1615 — a bill he says 
would “eliminate the confu- 
sion as to who has authori- 
ty.” 

Edwards explained that 

the bill seeks to establish a 
cooperative effort between 
the two states and the US. 
Corps of Army Engineers 
that would ultimately 
Provide for “concurrent 
jurisdiction over the lands 
and waters of the Jennings 
Randolph Lake Project for 
enforcing certain natural 
resources and boating laws,” 
as stated in the text of the 
bill. 

The two states and the 
corps would cooperate in the 
Planning, Operation, and 
maintenance of the project, 
as well as the protection and 
management of fish and 
wildlife resources. As an 
example, he said, if a 
fisherman is limited to three 
fish in West Virginia while 
Maryland law allows for five 
fish, then an agreement 
might be reached that within 
the boundaries of the 
Jennings Randolph Lake, a 
limit of four fish would be 
imposed. 

Edwards also noted that 
West Virginia, as well as the 
U.S. Congress, would have to 
passconcurrent legislation in 
order for the agreement to 
actually be executed. The 
lake is located in the 
southeastern portion of 
Garrett County, northeast of 
Kitzmiller, and in Mineral 

County, W.Va.

Ag Transfer Tax Bill 

In other news from the 
delegate’s office, House Bill 
1279 - Agricultural Transfer 
Tax -- is being co-sponsored 
by Edwards in an effort to 
extend the three year limit 
on agricultural transfer tax 
funds for one more year. 

Edwards explained that 
current legislation calls for a 
local jurisdiction to remit 
any remaining funds not yet 
expended from the Maryland 
Agricultural Preservation 
Fund after a period of three 
years. HB 1279 would sus- 
pend that requirement. 

The delegate stated that 
the "state slow-down in the 
ag program” was part of the 
impetus for the bill. 
Practice Of Forestry Bill 

A bill that is intended to 
“recognize forestry as a busi- 
ness and an industry, and to 
consider forestry practices” 
in the update of the county’s 
master zoning plan, has now 
received a favorable review 
with amendments from the

In his testimony favoring 
the passage of the bill, MFA 
President John Forman 
stated, “The primary purpose 
of passing a right to practice 
forestry act is to ensure the 
preservation of Maryland's 
forest resource base." 


House Passes 
Health Care 
Reform Bill 


The House of Delegates 
overwhelmingly passed a 
major health care reform bill 
this week that could 
reportedly set a precedent 
among the states. The bill 
will now go to the Senate 
where its future is not 
expected to be as bright. 
Reports of a filibuster on the 
issue have even surfaced. 

Doctors and trial lawyers 
are among the opposing 
forces to the measure, which 
calls for the creation of a 
commission to regulate 
doctors’ fees and would 
provide stricter guidelines 
for lawsuits, as well as 
controls on medical 
malpractice insurance. 

The bill would also ensure 
that small businesses have 
access to health insurance, 
and would require all 
insurance companies that do 
business in Maryland to 
provide a basic-benefits plan 
with automatic renewals.

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General Assembly 
Approves $12.5 
Billion Budget 


The Maryland General 
Assembly this week ap- 
proved a budget of approxi- 
mately $12.5 billion for 
Fiscal Year 1994 that 
includes a multi-million 
dollar increase in public 
school funding but does not 
call for any new taxes. The 
budget, agreed upon by a 
House and Senate Joint 
Conference Committee, will 
eliminate nearly 1,200 in 
vacant state positions. 

This year marks the first 
in decades that state 
lawmakers have been able to 
submit a budget that met 
the constitutional deadline, 
and reflects a cut of 
approximately $227 million 
from Maryland Governor 
William Donald Schaefer's 
proposed budget and is a 
3.3% increase over the 
current year’s budget. 

According to District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards, 
"This budget is the most 
conservative budget since 
I’ve been here. Over all, I’m 
pleased with it.” 

He also stated that more 
money is being set aside for 
the Rainy Day Fund and 
unbudgeted surplus funds in 
an effort to offset any 
shortfalls that may occur in 
the future. Revenues are still 
"a little ahead" of projections 
and, even though estimates 
call for five percent increase 
from last year, “we used 
more conservative figures,” 
he said. 

The final proposal from 
the conference includes a 
$195.3 million increase in 
state aid to the 24 local 
jurisdictions, and a signifi- 
cant portion of that amount 
is earmarked for education. 

Although approximately 
$1 million has been set aside 
to provide Norplant and 
vasectomies to low-income 
state residents, and some 
other monies for local health 
programs, trimmed during 
the recession, have been 
restored, a large amount has 
been trimmed from welfare 
and medical assistance pro- 
grams. This was based on 

projections that fewer Mary- 
landers would need those 
services next year. 

The budget also provides 
for increment raises for half 
the state’s work force, since 
the workers have been with- 
out a cost of living raise for 
the past three years. 

The impact the budget 
will have on Garrett County 
will be covered in next

Assembly Approves 


Cleaner Car Bill 

The General Assembly 
this week gave its final ap- 
proval to a measure that 
would require cars registered 
in Maryland to meet pollu- 
tion control standards as set 
by California -- standards 
more stringent than the 
federal regulations. 

The bill, however, is con- 
tingent on surrounding 
states adopting similar legis- 
lation. 

The bill is also intended 
to help the state comply with 
a federal mandate to reduce 
ozone pollution around ma- 
jor metropolitan areas 
(Washington, D.C. and Balti- 
more being the prime exam- 
ples in the state). 

It is likely that the bill 
will now be signed by Mary- 
land Governor William Don- 
ald Schaefer since it was 
part of his legislative pro- 
gram this year. 


Senate Panel kills 
Speed Limit Bill 


After a bill that would 
have raised the speed limit 
from 55 mph to 65 mph on 
certain rural interstate

a woukl have vetoed the 
ill. 

Delegate Edwards stated 
that there probably would 
have been enough votes in 
the House to override that 
veto. 

Opponents of the bill 
have contended that if the 
speed limit were raised to 65 
mph, motorists would tend 
to travel at 75 mph. and 
more traffic accidents would 
result. Proponents, however, 
claim that the rural 
highways were built to 
handle a 70 mph maximum 
speed limit, and that a 65 
mph limit has proven to be 
safe in other states.

Signs of the croup include a barking cough 
and noisy rapid breathing. Croup occurs most com- 
monly in infants and chitdren under the age of five. 
Although most cases of croup occur during the 
second year of life. the condition has been observed 
in Children up to age ten.

A separate survey of 
Maryland establishments 
showed the number of jobs 
increased during February, 
exceeding year ago totals for 
the second consecutive 
month.

Limited 
hiring was reported at local 
restaurants and in a number 
of service industries, includ- 
ing business, health and 
personal services. 

Nationally, the jobless 
rate dropped from 7.9 per- 
cent in January to 7.7 per- 
cent in February, remaining 
considerably above the state- 
wide estimate. 

The Maryland economy 
continues to provide mixed 
signals about the strengths 
of the economic recovery 
Initial and continuing claims 
for unemployment insurance,

Initial claims for unem- 
ployment insurance fell to 
22,939 in February from 
30,383 a year ago -- a decline 
of 24.5 percent. Continuing 
claims fell 24.7 percent.

The number of permits 
issued for housing units in 
Maryland totaled 1,867 in 
February, up 3.5 percent 
from February 1992.

The number of unem- 
ployed in the Western Mary- 
land region rose by slightly 
more than 400 people in 
February, increasing the 
jobless rate from 10.5 per- 
cent to 10.8 percent.

Schaefer announced this 
week that safer streets and 
highways contributed to an 
all-time low fatality rate 
from traffic accidents for 
Maryland in 1992, approxi- 
mately 1.5 per 100 million 
vehicle miles travelled. This 
marks the fifth consecutive 
year in which traffic fatali- 
ties were fewer than these in 
the previous year 

"Maryland has worked 
hard to increase safety for 
our motorsts and visitors,” 
said Governor Schaefer “An 
excellent highway system, 
public education and safety 
campaigns and the hard 
work of our state and local 
law officers are all factors in 
Marvland’s decreased fatality 
rate “ 

The fatality count for 
1992 1s 664. 46 fewer than in 
1991 and the lowest death 
toll since 1984. The decrease 
in highway deaths parallels a 
continual increase in li- 
censed drivers, registered 
vehicles, and highway travel 
The 1992 fatality rate of 1.5 
per 100 million vehicle miles 
travelled is significantly 
lower than the 1.9 national 
rate Another all-time record, 
motor vehicle travel on 
Streets and highways 
reached 42 billion miles in 
1992, 29 billion on state 
maintained highways and 13 
billion on locaj roads 

‘The decrease in fatalities 
for 1992 1s exceptional con- 
sidering our highway system 
is highly urbanized and 
carries a large volume of 
interstate traffic,” said 
Transportation Secretary O. 
James Lighthizer. “We'll 
take advantage of every 
Opportunity to increase our 
safety efforts in hopes of 
saving as many lives as pos- 
sible” 

‘The partnership among 
our law enforcement officers, 
state and local agencies and 
the motoring public is excep- 
tional.” said Maryland State 
Police Colonel Larry W 
Tolliver “Marylanders are 
direct contributors to life 
saving results when they put 
traffic safety messiges into 
practice on our highways.”

were pedestrians, 32 fewer 
than in 1991. It was the first 
time since prior to the 70's 
that fewer than 100 pedestri- 
aus were killed.

-- 43 less than in 1991 

* Riders of two-wheeled 
vehicles (bicycles, mopeds 
and motorcycles) did not 
experience the same safety 
improvement Bicyclists 
deaths rose from 5 to 16; 
motorcyclist deaths rose 
from 38 to 54, and the two 
moped rider deaths were the 
first since 1986. The manda- 
tory motorcycle helmet law 
for riders of all ages became 
effective October 1992. 

Maryland's fatality rate in 
1992 was less than half the 
rate of 1972. 3.5 per 100 
vehicle miles travelled Had 
the rate remained the same 
as it was 20 years ago, near- 
ly 1,500 persons would have 
lost their lives in traffic 
accidents last year. The 
improvement in the fatality 
rate represents more than 
800 lives saved in 1992 
alone. 

Othercontributing factors 
to the decreased rate include 
better designed roads, im- 
proved lighting and guidance 
signing emergency response 
devices, public education and 
safety campaigns. more effec- 
tive laws to deter impaired 
driving, particularly among 
young drivers, improved 
safety devices in automo- 
biles, and state-of-the-art 
emergency medical services. 

At 75 percent, Maryland 
has one of the highest safety 
belt usage rates in the coun- 
try Safety belt use is a sig- 
nificant factor in reduction 
of traffic fatalities 

In addition, specialized 
enforcement by state and 
local police including speed 
and drunk driving patrols 
and the Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement Division, which 
concentrates on truck laws 
and regulations, has in- 
creased safety on the ruads.

{ BELIEVING IS SEEING | 
April I, 19933 


Background Scripture: 

John 20:1-18 
Devotional Reading: 

John 20:19-23 

I'll bet you thought I got that 
title turned around? Usually, 
we say “Seeing is believing.” 
But, no, | meantit as it appears: 
believing is seeing 

Some pevple believe only 
what they see Ike Thomas 
I'm sure that some of us some- 
times react to the Easter mes- 
sage with just a little wistful- 
nesa: it is fine for the early 
chisciplea to have seen and be- 
lieved in the Risen Lord, but we 
are asked todo sosight unseen 
It seems abit unfair, doesn't it? 

NO NEAT PACKAGE 

That may be because we 
have failed to grasp something 
important about the Faster 
story. Make a careful listing of 
all the experiences of the Risen 
Lard recorded in the gospels 
and then compare them. It is 
virtually impossible to put these 
all together ina nice, neat pack- 
age. Whatever his disciples ex- 
perienced when they saw the 
Risen Lord, there is nocommon 
agreement of what that experi- 
ence was like 

Inthe Emmaus Road experi- 
ence in Luke 24, he walks with 
them, talks with them, and sits 
at supper with them. But then 
he disappears in a way that is 
not physical at all. Matthew 28 
says they “took hold of his feet 
and worshipped him." In Luke 
24, he says to them: "See my 
hands and my feet.. handle me 
and see; for a spirit has not 
flesh and bones as you see that 
I have.” Matthew then tells us 
“They gave hima piece of broiled 
fish, and he took it and ate it 
before them" In John, how- 
ever, Jesus warns Mary 
Magdalene: "Do not hold me, 


for I have not yet ascended to 
the Father” and he appears to 
the disciples in a locked room 

Even more important ts the 
fact that often the disciples did 
not recognize him, If Jeaus ap 
peared to them in the same 
physical body they had come to 
know, why would Matthew say, 
"And when they saw him they 
worshipped him, but some 
doubted” Or why would Luke 
aay of the two on the Emmaus 
Road,” . their eyes were kept 
from recognizing him? And of 
the band of disciples, "But they 
were startled..and supposed 
that they saw a spirit?" And 
why would.John tell usof Mary: 
* she turned round and saw 
Jesus standing but she did not 
know that it was Jesus," or of 
the disciples in Galilee, “...yet 
the disciples did not know it 
was Jesus?” 

BEYOND THE 
PHYSICAL 

My point is that the appear- 
ance of the resurrected Lord 
was not just a matler of experi- 
encing a physical being. For his 
disciples to recognize him, some- 
thing more was required: faith. 
Whatever the resurrected Lord 
was. physical, spiritual or 
something in-between-it was 
not simply a physical encoun- 
ter. Some peuple, Matthew tells 
us, were present but did not 
experience him at all. 

What makes the difference? 
The answer: faith. Because 
there wasanelement of faith in 
them, some experienced the 
Risen Lord, while others who 
lacked that faith experienced 
nothing. Before some of the dis- 
ciplines could see Jesus, they 
had to believe in him. Faith 
helps to determine what we see 
and experience, juat ss doubt 
also helps to shape our experi- 
ence. That is the whole point of 
John's Gospel. His words "are 
written that you may believe 
thatJesusis the Christ the Son 
of God, and that believing you 
may have life in his name" 
(20:31). 

We have no less an opportu: 
nity than the disciples did, for, 
if we believe, we too can experi- 
ence the Risen Lord

beca” some consistency by set 
ting all the stories in the same 
New York City neighborhood 
and using two recurring char- 
acters. a mounted policeman 
(Joe Morton) and a restaura- 
teur (Philip Bosco) 

“I originally pitched a pure 
repertory idea to Fox.” says 
Burke “They thought the audi- 
ence needed something to 
latch onto Could I set it ina 
neighborhood” And it would be 
nice if you saw in the back- 
ground the same people. as 
you do in any neighborhood I 
thought. ‘You know what? 
That's a pretty good idea‘ ” 

Before “Tribeca.” Burke 
worked on two of TV's most 
original dramas, “Crime Sto- 
ry’ and “Wiseguy " His in- 
volvement with De Niro came 
via “Wiseguy " De Niro 
watched a couple of episodes 
and contacted Burke 

“So I met with him and be- 
gan working with him on the 
rewrite of a screenplay ” But 
Burke found that working with 
De Niro and getting something 
produced for De Niro were two 
different things 

“Bob's an actor of such im- 
port that he has nearly 20 pro- 
jects al any one time in vari- 
ous stages of development.” 
says Burke “Sof he s shooting 
one movie. you've got 19 
more waiting. It dawned on 
me that if I took those 19 peo- 
ple who are annoyed and frus- 
trated and said.

Daytime loses Ford, 
who was a true original

pon no entertainment 
genre needed to rush 
spring this year more than 
daytime soaps A quick succes- 
sion of deaths during late Feb- 
ruary and early March (espe- 
cially the sudden passing of 
As the World Turns” head 
writer Douglas Maritand on 
March 6) left the industry reel- 
ing Among them was the Feb 
26 passing of Constance Ford. 





Conatance Ford 


who had played Ada Hobson on 
“Another World” since 1967 
Ford was 69. the cause of 
death was cancer 

Ada was a truly indelible 
soap character She came to 
the show as the seamstress 
mother of wrong-side-of-the- 
tracks bad girl Rachel (first 
played by Robin Strasser. then 
by Victoria Wyndham) Ada. 
the veritable salt of the earth. 
could stop Rachel or any other 
pesky character with a stern 
“no” or. even better. just an 
arch of the eyebrow Ada 
wasnt just flinty she was 
tempered steel 

Ada had been a widow for 
the past 10 years. so many of 


today s viewers didnt get to 
see the vulnerability she man- 
aged to show opposite a suc- 
cession of husbands. each of 
whom would leave Ada an 
even flintier widow Inthe 
70s. a very late-fortysome- 
thing Ada bore Rachel's mir- 
acle little sister. Nancy (a 
character now written out of 
the soap). to then-husband Gil 
McGowan (played by the late 
Dolph Sweet) Somehow. Ford 
and Sweet made the situation 
believable 
It was in scenes with Ra- 
chel’s much older husband, 
Mac Cory (played by the late 
Douglass Watson). that Ford 
did her most powerful work 
Watson s Mac was always 
overwrought. and nothing 
worked better in a scene with 
him than a sobering dose of 
Ada s steeliness 
Ada was the same font of 
tough righteousness and wis- 
dom whether she lived on the 
wrong side of the tracks or in 
the Cory mansion Ford man- 
aged to keep her character. a 
real rock. consistent. despite 
close to a dozen different head 
writers being at the “AW” helm 
during her tenure 
Ford had had a long Holly- 
wood and soap career before 
she came to “AW ~ In 1959's “A 
Summer Place” which today 
ranks as acamp favorite she 
gave a wild screen perfor- 
mance as Sandra Dee s nasty. 
prudish mother (“Give up your 
virginity before you marry, 
and you might as well be 
dead’) Her first daytime role 
was in 1954. in a short-lived 
soap called “Woman With a 
Past ” She also played Rose 
Peterson on “Search for To- 
morrow” and Eve Morris on 
“The Edge of Night ~

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Endangered Species, Food 
Safety Legislation Introduced 


Two important pieces of 
legislation--one reforming 
the Endangered Species Act 
and the other aimed at mod- 
ernizing the nation’s food 
safety laws--have been in- 
troduced in Congress. Both 
are supported by Farm Bu- 
reau. 

The amendments to the 
Endangered Species Act 
(H.R. 1490) were introduced 
by Reps. Billy Tauzin (D-1a.). 
Jack Fields (R-Texas) and 23 
other co-sponsors. The 
amendments would improve 
the act, which is up for 
reauthomnzation, by putting 
an end to the “emergency 
room” application of species 
preservation. 

Just before the close of 
the 102nd Congress, Tauzin 
introduced a bill to amend 
the Endangered Species Act 
Dunng the past s1x months, 
he discussed improvements 
to the legislation with indi- 
viduals, representatives of 
vanous groups and govern- 
ment officials. HR 1490isa 
product of those discussions 

The aim of the bill is two- 
fold. One goal 1s to promote 
species and habitat protec- 
tion and enhancement be- 
fore hsting becomes neces- 
sary 

“Once a species is at the 
bnnk ofextinction and placed 
on the hist we lose many con- 
servation options,” said 

Tauzin. “My bill takes a 
proactive approach by en- 
couraging state and local 
governments, industry, con 
servation groups, private in- 
dividuals and landowners to 
become active partners in 
species conservation.” 

The second goal of the 
legislation 1s to provide the 
most efficient and respon- 
sible management mecha- 
nism once a species is hsted 
Under the bill, the listing 
process remains based solely 
on biological factors. 

“Whether a species 1s en- 
dangered or threatened 1s 
purely a scientific decision,” 
said Tauzin. Once a determi- 


nation 1s made that a species 
should be listed, the Tauzin 
bill requires the secretary of 
interior or commerce tostudy 
different methods of species 
recovery and to attempt to 
implement a management 
plan that imposes the least 
Socioeconomic impact. 
Responding to cnticism 
that his bill weakensthecur- 
rent Endangered Species 
Act, Tauzin said the current 
law is weak “and results in 
the types of ‘train wrecks’ we 
are seeing in the Gulf of 
Mexico, in our Southern for- 
ests, in San Antonio, in 
Southern Calhforma, in the 
Pacific Northwest and in 
other areas of our country.” 
The food safety legisla- 
tion, introduced by Ru-ps 
Richard Lehman (1)-Calif.), 
Thomas Bhiey (-Va.), and 
Roy Rowland (1D-Ga ), would 
give the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency the discretion 
to apply a “negligible msk” 
standard to both raw and 
processed foods The legisla 
tion 18 co-sponsored by 4 
other lawmakers 
Currently, an antiquated 
provision of the 1938 Fed 
eral Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act known as the 
Delaney Clause allows cer 
tain pesticides to be used on 
raw foods, but not on pro- 
cessed foods. Due toadvance 
ments in science, even the 
timest amount of a poten 
tially cancer-causing residue 
can be detected in foods A 









strict interpretation of the 
Delaney clause “zero-nsk” 
standard would prohibit the 
use of many safe and effec- 
tive pesticides, which would 
ensure a safe food supply. 
Farm Bureau members 
are encouraged to ask their 
representatives to sign on as 
co-sponsors of these bills.

Seed Maggots . The cool, wet spmng weather can result 
in delayed germination which increases the chances of seed 
mageovts attacking the seed. Newly plowed sod, fields that 
receive heavy applications of manure, and gardens that 
have a high crop residue have the greatest potential for 
harboring the seed maggot. My advice would he to purchase 
seed that has been treated with an insecticide or treat the 
rows with one of the fullowimg insecticides: Diazinon or 
Lorsban, or a combination of these chemicals found in such 
products as Agrox DL Plus, Kemal Guard, Lorsban 50-SL, 
1sotox or Seed Mate My mainconcern would be on com and 
beans.

America Counts 
On Complete Ag 
Census Data 


If all farmers and ranch- 
ers are not counted in the 
Census of Agriculture, de- 
cisions on farm programs, 
agriculture trade, extension 
programs, and others will 
suffer. In the long run ev- 
ery farmer and rancher will 
be affected. 

The data from the Cen- 
sus of Agriculture are es- 
sential in allocating billions 
in agriculture funds every 
year: 

-The distribution of ex- 
tension program funds de- 
pends on the census 

-The number of acres of 
cropland that can be put 
into the conservation re- 
serve program in your 
county is based on the cen- 
sus 

-Funds for farm disaster 
rehef are tied to data from 
the census. 

-Farm]oan money avail- 
able to states and counties 
depend on the numbers tn 
the census. 

These are but a few ex- 
amples of why an 
undercount in the Census 
of Agriculture could be det- 
rimental to everv farmer 
and rancher in this coun- 
trv

addition, the 


government's negotiators 
on agriculture commodity 
trade rely heavily on the 
census data Ifthe informa- 
tion 1s understated, then 
American producers may 
not get the best benefits 
possible from current trade 
negotiations. 

According to George 
Pierce, assistant chief of the 
Census Bureau's Agricul- 
ture Division, “More than 
75 percent of America’s 
farmers and ranchers have 
cumpleted and returned 
their Census of Agriculture 
report. Others have re- 
quested time extensions 
until they complete their tax 
returns. But there are still 
quite afew whom we haven't 
heard from. Response in 
some states and counties 13 
better than others.” What 
does this mean? Those 
states and counties with the 
greatest undercount may 
not receive their share of 
the agriculture programs,

BST Moves Closer 
To FDA Approval 


Use of bovine soma- 
totropin (BST) in cows poses 
no health nsk to humans, 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration was told last week 

FDA’s Vetennary Medi- 
cine Advisory Committee, fol- 
lowing a day-long heanng, 
concluded that while BST 
treated cows have a higher 
incidence of mastitis, this 
would not result in antibiotic 
residuesin the milk and meat 
consumed by humans. 

The hearing was held at 
the request of the General 
Accounting Office to review 
the issue of whether BST- 
treated cows are more sus- 
ceptible to mastitis, and 
whether the treatment of 
mastitis with antibiotics 
might result in illegal drug 
residuesin the milk and meat 
reaching consumers. Test1- 
mony was presented by 31 
individuals, including repre- 
sentatives from Monsanto 
(which 1s seeking to market 
BST), the Center for Veteri- 
nary Medicine, consumer 
groups and dairy producers. 

The advisory panel con- 
cluded that the incidence of 
mastitisin BST-treated cows 
would be slightly greater 
than in non-treated cows, 
and that mastitis in those 
cows can be effectively 
treated using current drug 
regimens and protocols. It 
found that the possibility of 
legal drug residues will not 
be increased, and thus no 
additional risk to consumers 
will result. 

Since January 1992, the 
dairy industry has been re- 
quired totest each tank truck 
of milk for antibiotics. Since 
July, states have been re- 
quired to monitor the test- 






ing. Grade A milk producers 
are required to have a per- 
mit to ship milk, and that 
permit can be suspended for 
violations such as illegal drug 
residues. 

A review of the geneti- 
cally engineered hormone 
has been underway for some 
time by FDA. The agency 


already hasdetermined that 
milk and meat from BST- 
treated cows is safe. A re- 
view on the mastitis issue 
clears the way for final ap- 
proval, but there have been 
no indications as to when 
that might happen. 

Farm Bureau hasencour- 
aged government officials to 
aggressively defend the in- 
tegrity of FDA’s review pro- 
cess on BST to ensure that 
the product 1s safe 

In a letter to Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Donna Shalala and other 
policy-makers, American 
Farm Bureau Federation 
President Dean Kleckner 
noted that both fanners and 
consumers must depend on 
the scientific analysis done 
by FDA and other agencies 
to evaluate product safety. 


“Nothing substitutes for 
the credibility of the federal 
government's seal of ap- 
proval,” Kleckner wrote 
“Moat individuals who have 
reviewed the record agree 
that the FDA study of BST 
has been rigorous and thor- 
ough. Regardlesa of whether 
BST 1s approved ornot, FDA 
and the Department of 
Health and Human Services 
should defend the scientific 
basis for the decision. 

“Consumers must be 
made aware of the fact that 
FDA's lengthy evaluation of 
BST adequately elevated all 
human and animal health 
issues,” he said.

Budget Plan Moves 


Through Congress 


President Clinton's eco- 
nomic plancontinued tomove 
through Congress last week 
The fiscal 1994 budget r-sc- 
lution (H.Con Res 64) was 
passed by the Hous, 240- 
184, and the Senate, 55-45 

House and Senate con 
ferees had earlier worked cut 
differences between the 
House- and Senate-paseed 
plans. The budget resvlutions 
spell out broad spending pri- 
orities. 

The package contains 
about $2.6 billion in farm 
program spending cuts dur 
ing fiscal 1994-98 -- which is 
$2.3 billion less than Clinton 
originally called for. The 
House approved the $1.9 bil- 
honin farm cuts that Chnton 
has requested, but conferees 
agreed to accept $2.6 billion 
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The package includes 
$272 bullion in tax hikes over 
the next five years, with $106 
bilhon in defense cuts and 
$117 billion in domestic 
spending cuts 

The House and Senate 
Agrculture committees will 
have discretion in making 
the spending cuts, and must 
come up with a plan by mid 
May 

Included tn Clinton's 
package is a Farm Bureau- 

pposed energy tax The ad 
ministration has said it will 
exempt ethanol from the tax, 
and last week announced 
other exemptions including 
natural gas used in produc- 
tion of heavy crude oil and 
coal for gasification. 

At press time the Senate 
was stil debating a fiscal 
1993 supplemental spending 
bill with $16.3 billion in new

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First District Conservationist 
Remembers Challenges Of The Past

This year, the Garrett 
County Soil Conservation 
Distrnct is celebrating its 
50th anniversary Recently. 
District Conservationist 
Garry Morfoot, District 
Manager Shaun Sanders, 
and this reporter spent an 
afternoon with the local 
District’s first District Con- 
servationist. and later Dis- 
trict Manager, Bill Nace to 
learn about the challenges 
faced by the program when 
it was brand new 

The idea of soi) conser- 
vation itself was brand new 
in 1936 when Nace began 
working at the Hagerstown 
office of the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service as part ofa dem- 
onstration project. He said 
he had been working in his 
native state of Pennsylva- 
nia for the State Forest Ser- 
vice, and liked his job very 
much. But in those days, 
jobs depended upon politi- 
cal affillation, and if the 
newly elected governor was 
a member of the opposite 
political party, your job was 
injyeopardy About the same 
time, Nace decided to get 
married and wanted job se- 


“curity, so accepted the 


Hagerstown position 

After a couple of years, 
states began organizing con- 
servation districts. Kent 
County was the tirst in 
Maryland, and Nace wasits 
first district conservation- 
ist In the early 40s, Nace 


. moved to Cumberland and 


worked in Garrett County 
where the process of orga- 
nizing a district was begin- 
ning When the Garrett Soil 
Conservation District was 
established in 1943, Nace 
served as its first district 
conservationist, continuing 
in that position for 29 years 
until 1972 After retirement 


from the Soil Conservation 
Service, he held the pusi- 
tion of district manager with 
the Garrett District another 
five years, until 1977 
According to Nace, the 


- general public was begin- 


ning to become conserva- 
tion conscious in those De- 
pression Days of the 30s. “I 
think a lot of government 
services were expanded be- 
cause of the Depression, and 
soil conservation was one,” 
Nace said 

“It depended a lot on the 
farmer as to how long it 
took to convince them of the 
importance of conservation 
They were independent, 
handled their own business 
and took care of their own 
affairs. But if you tried to 


. make everything practical, 


farmers would listen. You 


: hadto pretty much put your- 
- self in his place, not try to 


get him to do something he 
wasnt ready to do.” 

Sanders had found a 
copy of the original work 
plan for the District con 
taining a statement by 
Nace: “Spectacular gully 
erosion 1s not common here, 
however, there is some ero- 
sion in the District. Thia is 
sheet erosion that takes soil 
away gradually. It is the 
most common form and the 
hardest to convince farm 
ers to correct ” 

Discussion followed, and 
Nace added that farthereast 
where gullies can be seen, 
conservation was a little 
easier to sell. “Where gul- 
lies have washed away soil, 
its very much easier toshow 


people the need for conser 
vation,” Nace said 

Nace continued, saying 
that contour strips are very 
basic, and one of the hard- 
est conservation plans to 
implement in the early days. 
“Some farmers used strips 
already but were hard to 
convince to go to contour 
strips,” Nace stated. “Farm- 
ers in general are inclined 
to be conservative It was 
natural that they were hard 
to persuade that they 
needed to do something ex- 
tra” 

Some of the local farm- 
ers who were the first to get 
involved with the District 
and who worked with Nace 
were Emerson Bishoff, John 
Hafer and Foster Yost 
George Bishoff, the descen- 
dant of one of those men 
(Emerson Bishoff) still 
works closely with the Dis- 
trict as chairman of the 
board of supervisers, and 
the son of John Hafer, also 
named John, isa state sena- 
tor from Garrett County who 
has been very supportive of 
soil conservation and the 
District. 

“People in those days 
were alittle skeptical of the 
government being in- 
volved,” Nace said. “They 
thought maybe the govern- 
ment was getting ready to 
take over.” 

Nace says he can’t re- 
member exactly when the 
District got into drainage 
He knows it wasn't recog- 
nized as part of the conser- 
vation plan the first year 
“So much of it was needed 
that we got the state to rec- 
ognize it as a conservation 
practice. We were among 
the earliest that did drain- 
age as a conservation pro- 
gram We did a terrific 
amount of drainage work, 

and could justify it of course 
as part of the farm plan 
Drainage was very popular 
because farmers could see 
the difference mght away.” 

Nace continued: “When 
I came here the bulk of the 
conservation problem was 
crop land erosion. Pasture 
management was not a 
problem then There was 
very little overgrazing As 
you know this climate here 
1g suited to pasture man- 
agement. You didn't have 
to promote very much to get 
good pasture management 
I think it’s easy for a farmer 
to see if he overgrazes. If he 
can't it’s easy to show him 
that you have to have leaf 
surface to have growth.” 

One of the District's big- 
gest accomplishments dur- 
ing Nace’s time, he feels, 
was the Little Yough Flood 
Control Plan. “That came 
about at a time when the 
army was building bigger 
flood controls on rivers,” 
Nace remembers. “Some- 
body said there ought to be 
a@ program to do the same 
thing on smaller streams, 
and they handed it to the 
Soil Conservation Service. 
You know we had bad flood- 
ing in town (Oakland) Wa- 
ter was waist deep on the 
streets several times in the 
508 

“The stream was ideally 
suited to that program. The 
District had no experience 
with flood control, but had 
built Iittle ponds -- farm 
ponds -- inthe program, and 
it sort of grew out of that. As 
it turned out, the Little 
Yough was an ideal place

for one of these programs 
At first. people were con- 
cerned because the last few 
floods had been very heavy 
Many of the local people 
thought if they took care of 
the stream where it tun- 
neled under the street 
through town, it would solve 
the problem Then we found 
records where the water had 
receded on Second Street in 
many of those floods, then 
rose after it flowed through 
town. We were able to con- 
vince everyone concerned 
that it should be a matter of 
taking care of the whole 
Little Yough water shed. Of 
course this also had the pos- 
sibility of creating recre- 
ational areas, too, and we 
worked very hard.” 

Six out of seven of the 
planed flood control struc- 
tures were built, including 
Broad Ford Dam. The Dis- 
trict is responsible for main- 
taining three of them and 
the town took over the main- 
tenance of the others. “I 
think there is as much flood 
threat today, so these struc- 
tures shouldbe maintained. 
We don’t have enough soil 
washing into these dams to 
fill them up so that they are 
beyond repair, so if they are 
properly maintained they 
willlast and last,” Nace said 

“The District also be- 
came involved in sediment 
control and strip mine rec- 
lamation. State laws were 
passed. One of the main 
things we changed in the 
strip mine business wasthat 
@ going operation would 
separate the spoil.” Nace 
said that with the topsoil 
separated off to one side, it 
could be spread on again 
after reclamation and be- 
forethey vegetated “I think 
a lot of people could see this 
need in the strip mine busi- 
ness.

Take Deworming Seriously 

Turm-out time is almost here. Research shows that it 1s 
definitely a profitable situation to deworm yearling stocker 
cattle, whether they be steers or heifers for replacements 
The early season's sequential system really is, by far, the 
best. It requires that cattle be dewormed as they go on 
pasture and then be dewormed three weeks later and six 
weeks later if you are using most of the conventional 
worming materials. An exception is if you are using Ivomec 
If Ivomec 18 used, deworm at turn-out time and the five 
weeks later as | vomec has atwo-week longer residual penod 
in the animal's body. Most of you can get your hands on those 
yearlings the day you turn them out to grasa It is a little 
more difficult to get them for the next one or two wormings, 
depending on the material used. If it is impossible to get 
them, | would suggest you use dewormer cubes or dewormer 
blocks These are available and do work. 

Don't Stop Fecding Beef Cattle Too Soon 

Every year when the grassturna green in the spnng and 
the cows begin to go crazy chasing that limited supply of 
green graas, there is a great temptation to say the heck with 
it and stop feeding hay or silage to cows. let me remind you 
that most of these cows are working pretty hard They have 
their calves and are nursing them Many of them may be in 


somewhat thin condition and not in the best shape for the 
coming up breeding season 1 would suggest that you keep 
hauling the feed until the graasis enough to sustain the cow 
This year, that needed growth may be as late as May 
Remember, the better we treat cows facing the breeding 
season, the higher will be the percent that will breed the first 


time they come into heat

Rules Governing 
Purchases For 
Resale Change 

Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein eavs a 
new law that took effect April 
1, 1993, changes the taxation 
of purchases made by mer- 
chants for resale. "These 
changes should mean fewer 
businesses will have to pay 
sales and use tax on pur- 
chases they intend to resell 
te retail customers who 
uwtimately pay the tax," 
Goldstein said. 

Emergency legislation 
(Senate Bill 10) enacted by 
the current session of the 
General Assembly and 
tigned by Governor William 
Donald Schaefer April 1, 


1993, immediately reduces 
the level at which resale 
certificates may be accepted 
in cash, check or credit card 
salys from $500 to $200. The 
bill also provides that resale 
cettificates may be accepted 
in msh, check, or credit card 
sales of any amount when 
the seller or the seller's 
employees deliver the goods 
directly to the buyer's retail 
plase of business. 

Resale certificates, pre- 
setted by merchants to 
mage tax-free purchases of 
goals they intend to resell, 
are not to be accepted in 
cas}, check or credit card 
sales of less than $200 under 
the sew law,” Goldstein said. 
"The new $200 limit is deter- 
miivd by combining all sales 
mad at one location at the 
same time. Once a transac- 
tion reaches the $200 level, 
there is no obligation to 
oullact the tax on any part of 
tie purchase intended for 
rsale.” 

There are three situations 
in which merchants are not 
‘equired to pay the sales and 
ise tax even if the purchase 
s for less than $200: 1) if 
he sales are made on the 
:redit of the purchaser, 2) on 
sales of goode which are 
axempt from tax even if not 
sold for resale or 3) on sales 
of alcoholic beverages regu- 
lated by Article 2B of the 
Annotated Code of Mary- 
land. 

"These provisions should 
tInake it easier for retailers 
and wholesalers to comply 
with the provisions of the 
tales and use tax law,” the 
‘omptroller said. “We were 
1appy to cooperate with the 
zeneral Assembly and the 
fovernor’s office to make 
this change.” 

Purchasers who pay sales 
and use tax on sales intend-

Colonel Wood also praised 
his agency’s history. 

"Our history is rich in 
tradition and we are proud 
to have served the citizens of 
Maryland so faithfully for so 
long,” Colonel Wood said. 

March 30 officially 
marked the 125th anniversa- 
ry of the agency, but the 
NRP will be celebrating its 
history all year long. Created 
in 1868 as the State Oyster 
Police, the agency then went 
on to become the State Fish- 
ery Force, the state Game 
Warden’s Office and the 
Marine Police, among other 
titles and divisions before 
becoming the Natural Re- 
sources Police in 1972. 

"The agency has always 
protected the state’s precious 
natural resources and has 
provided essential services to 
the citizens of Maryland,” 
Colonel Wood said. "Whether 
it involves law enforcement, 
search and rescue, educa- 
tional programs or other 
service-related responsibili- 
ties, the officers of the Natu- 
ral Resources Police have 
always served proudly and 
professionally.

County's Participation In Breast, Cervical 
Cancer Screening Program Deemed Success 


Garrett County Health 
Officer Dr. Rex Archer re- 
cently reported to the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers that the county’s breast 
and cervical cancer screening 
program has been “highly 
successful,” noting a high 
participation rate and, as a 
result, more funding becom- 
ing available to the county 
from the federal Centers for 
Disease Control. 

Until just recently, 
Garrett County has had the 
highest number of women in 
the state enrolled in the 
program, according to 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment Director of Per- 
sonal Health, Jackie Snelson, 
R.N. She also reported that 
Garrett County was the first 
county in Maryland to 
participate in the grant pro- 
gram 

‘Because we got off to a 
fast start and because the 
state was so proud of us for 
involving virtually every 
doctor in the program, funds 
from the grant were redis- 
tributed our way,” said 
Snelson. 

She continued, "We've 
had excellent results and the 
doctors have been fantastic 
to work with.” 

Snelson noted that the 
program especially targets 
those women who are over 
50 years of age and who 
meet the income require- 
ments in order to provide 
them with regular Pap tests 
and yearly mammograms. 
Certain follow-irp treatment 
is also provided for in the 
grant. To qualify for the free 
services, women must be 40 
years of age or older and 


meet certain income require- 
ments. 

More information about 
the program may be 
obtained by calling the Gar- 
rett County Health Depart- 
ment 

Statistics reveal that over 
800 women in Maryland die 
of breast cancer each year, 
and that Maryland has the 
tenth highest breast cancer 
mortality rate in the nation. 

Early detection using 
mammography and clinical 
breast examination can re- 
duce breast cancer mortality 
by 30 percent and, if detect- 
ed early, the five-year sur- 
vival rate is 90 percent, 
according to statistics from 
the Marvland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene. 

Cervical cancer deaths 
can also be prevented 
through early detection us- 
ing the Pap test, according 
to the department. 

Snelson was pleased to 
report that Garrett County 
has been successful in meet- 
ing the needs of "100% of all 
those who have applied to 
the program, provided they 
qualify.” 

Snelson noted that some 
women from nearby areas in 
West Virginia have also 
inquired about the program, 
and she reported that, while 
the health departments in 
Marvland may only accom- 
modate residents of the 
state, West Virginia does 
have a similar program. 
That program, however, does 
not employ private doctors 
(except for Dr. Coughlin at 
the Eglon Clinic). Instead. 
patients must go to the

Time: Between 410 and: iC. i 
of King Ahab of earl ictal Gal nara 
Situation: The people of Israel experience a 
th ree-year drought, as foretold to King Ahab by 
Elyah, prophet of the Lord God, Yahweh. 








God directed Elijah to hide himself by the brook of 
Chenth. There God provided for all of Elijah’s needs - 
water, bread, and meat. As a result of the drought, the 
brook eventually dried up, so God directed Elyah to 
dwell with a heathen widow in Zarephath. To convince 
the widow to receive Elijah, God empowered Elijah to 
provide the woman and her son with sufficient supplies 
of food. 

After Elyah had stayed with the widow for about 
two years, her only son died. She accused Elijah of 
having come to call her sins to remembrance before 
God, thereby resulting in her son's death. God again 
empowered Flyah, this time to lie upon the body of the 
dead son and to restore him to life. 

After three and one-half years of drought, God 
commanded Elijah to present himself before King Ahab 
at Jezreel and to inform him of the return of: rain. To 
do so, Elyah met with Obadiah, one of Ahab’s chief 
governors, to tell him that he wished to see the king. 
Obadiah informed Elyah that Ahab had plotted to kill 
Eliyah, and that if he failed to bring the prophet to the 
king, he (Obadiah) would be the one to die. Yet 
Obadiah had served the Lord by protecting a hundred 
of the Lord’s prophets in a cave. Elyah assured 
Obadiah that he would be spared from the king's 
wrath, so Obadiah informed Ahab of Elijah’s intent. 

Upon hearing the news, King Ahab hastened to the 
place where Elijah was, and asked him, “Are you the 
troubler of Israel?" Elyah replied that it was not he. 
but rather Ahab himself and his family who, through 
their idolatry and wickedness, and brought the many 
plagues, including the drought, upon the kingdom of 
Israel. 

Elyah further requested that a fair trial be granted 
to determine whether Baal or Yahweh was truly God.

An assembly ofi the people of Israel, along with 450 
prophets, was convened on Mount Carmel. There 
Elijah boldly proposed a public trial of Yahweh in 
opposition to the 450 prophets of Baal, challenging the 
people to worship the one who proved to be the true 
Godhead. He required that each party should offer a 
bullock as a sacrifice, and whichever of the Gods, Baal 
or Yahweh, should burn up the sacrifice with fire from 
heaven, he should be worshipped as the one true God. 

The altars were erected and the sacrifices prepared. 
The prophets of Baal cried out for celestial fire to 
consume the sacrifice, but none came. They leaped 


upon the altar and stabbed their own bodies in hope of 
securing Baal’s pity. Ehjah even insulted them and 
urged them to cry louder. Half a day of: pleading 
proved nothing. 

Elyah then took his turn. He ordered the peuple to 
pour water on his sacrifice, to soak the bullock, the 
altar, and the wood beneath it. The prophet then made 
his request for fire known to the Lord. No sooner had 
he begun than a fiash of fire from heaven consumed 
the sacrifice. 

The people, awed by what they had seen, cried out, 
‘The Lord, He is God!" Elijah ordered them to 
apprehend and to slay the prophets of Baal. King Ahab 
looked on as the prophets perished. 

Elijah then informed Ahab that he might now look 
for abundant ram. Elyah returned to the Mount, 
prostrated himself in praver, and directed his servant 
to observe the skies over the nearby sea. Yahweh 
answered with the sign of'a small cloud, followed by 
plentiful rain. 

Upon hearing of the slaughter of her prophets (for 
she had worshipped Baal}, Queen Jezebel sent a 
message to Elijah, threatening him with death. Elijah 
escaped to Beersheba, about 100 miles from Jezreel. He 
continued his course into the Arabian desert. On the 
first night after his escape, Eliyah requested that 
Yahweh take his life, for he had been left alone as the 
only one to oppose the idolatry of Ahab and to defend 
the power of God. An angel came and bade Elijah eat, 
drink, and rest 

The next day, Elyah began a 40-day journey, finally 
arriving at Mount Horeb, where he lodged in a cave. 
The Lord called to Elyah and asked what he was doing 
there. Elyah replied that he had been faithful to the 
Lord, and that he now sought protection from those 
who sought to kill him. Yahweh directed his prophet to 
go to the mouth of the cave. A strong wind, an 
earthquake, and a flaming fire succeeded one another, 
yet the Lord was not present in them. 

Yahweh repeated his question to Elijah, but this 
time in a still, small voice. He assured Elyah that He 
would protect him so that he may proclaim the truth 
to the 7,000 inhabitants of Israel who had not yet 
bowed on their knees to Baal. 

Led by God, Elyah returned home, and there God 
directed him to anoint Hazael to be king over Syria, 
Jehu to be king over Israel, and Elisha to be Elijah’s 
own attendant and eventual successor. 

Elyah continued to be faithful to the Lord, 
denouncing the continued idolatrous and wicked 
behavior of: King Ahab and his family. God’s final 
reward for his faithful prophet was to take him up to 
heaven. Elijah wished to keep this a secret, but his 
attendant Elisha and about 50 other prophets of God 
pledged to stay with him 

The Lord directed Eliyah to go to Jericho. Upon 
arriving at the west bank of the Jordan River, Elijah 
divided the river's water by a stroke of his mantle. The 
prophet and his followers went through on dry ground. 
Elisha then asked his master to grant him a share of 
his power to make him his successor. Elyah promised 
that the request would be granted, only if Elisha 
witnessed Eliyah’s translation to heaven. As they 
walked together a short way, a company of angels 
appeared in the form of a chariot and horses of fire. 
Eiyah entered the chariot and was carried away by a 
whirlwind into heaven, to enjoy his life of eternity with 


God.

Preparation. continue for the Garrett Choral 
Society's presentation of Mendelssohn's Elsah, 
scheduled tor April 24 and 25 at St) Peter's Catholic 
Church in Oakland While the - eating in this church 
may not be among the most comfortable in the area, 
the acoustics in this churvh are truly outstanding. 
which tg the main reason it is often selected as the 
location for Choral Society concert, 

Among those preparations will be the construction 
and installation of a 60-toot-long temporary ramp at 
the church in order to accommodate persons confined 
to wheelchairs. 

In our opinion, accommodating persons in wheel- 
chairs could be accomplished more easily and far less 
expensively, but the new law- designed to serve the 
disabled are quite specific. Even though a person 
confined to a wheelchair could be quickly, safely. and 
discreetly carried up some stairs by two or three able- 
bodied individuals, the powers that be have decided 
that such actions are demeaning to the handicapped 
individual. 

The Choral Society must depend upon grants from 
the Garrett County Arts Council to subsidize its 
programs and musicals However, the Arts Council is 
bound by federal law when it comes to providing those 
grants, and strict adherence to the Disabilities Act is 
mandatory So unless the Society complies by installing 
this enormous ramp into the church, the Council would 
not be able to legally provide a grant 

Fortunately, one of the members of the Choral 
Society has the materials, equipment, and talents to 
construct and install this ramp, and is willing to 
donate his time, the use of his equipment, and much of 
the maternal If the Society did not have this luxun. 
the cost of such a project would tar exceed the amount 
of the grant being awarded by the Art: Council! 

To add to the irony, we suspect that the ramp will 
not even be used, and if it ts Used, it will be by one or 
two people 

Now we know we are opening ourselves up here for 
some harsh criticism from agencies and individuals 
involved with assisting the handicapped We don't 
want to give the impression that we are unfeeling or 
uncaring when it comes to the -pecial need= of some of

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structures,” said Rita Suffness, SILA’sarchitectural histo 
nan. “We evaluate structures that are close to planned 
highway projects.” 

Should an arearequire further archaeological investiga- 
tion, SHIA performs a preliminary study where a small 
survey crew digs | to 2 feet deep test pits Any recovered 
artifacts and soil samples are taken back to the lab fur 
evaluation. 

Inaddition to digging test pits, archaeologists interview 
residents about the local history. From interviews and 
personal mementos, the history of an area, or even a lost 
building, can often be traced. 

Ilowever, uncovered artifacts need not be ancient scrolls 
or tombs to provide information. "We found a town trash 
deposit next to the remains of a tavern in the Harford 
County town of Dublin,” said SHIA archaeologist Rick 
Ervin. “It provided an excellent sample of the local life inthe 
1800's and early 1900's.” 

Sometimes the smallest items discovered are the must 
reveving. SHA archaeologist Carol Ebright conducted a 
study for the State Railroad Administration near BWI 
Airport several years ago. “Some of the most interesting 
things we found were quartz flakesleft from toolmaking by 
Paleoindians who lived 11,500 years ago.” 

So why not dig, dig. dig? 

“Digging more won't necessarily answer more ques- 
tions,” said Ervin. "More digging would just destroy the 
integrnty of the area. Archaeologists want to preserve a 
national site and leave it undisturbed where possible.” 

However, some sites that might be significant dorequire 
more excavation. Inthisphase, crews try to determine the 
boundaries of the site and dig shallow 3 by 3 foot square 
holes. Again, the artifacts are evaluated for historical period 
and significance 

Ifasite is deemed historically significant, every effort is 
made by SI1A to modify the project design and minimize 
disturbance to the area. There are approximately 7,000 
historic archaeological sites in Maryland identified by MHIT 
with SIA. Site significance 1s based on five criteria: con- 
tains important information tothe local, state or national 
history; contains artifacts from important persons; repre- 
sents events of a significant historic period; is part of larger 
collection of historical district; or is undisturbed -- integrity 
of site is maintained. 

Occasionally a site is considered significant and the 
project cannot be redesigned for its preservation. In such 
cases, a more in-depth study 1s performed by excavating 
larger, 15 by 30 foot blocks of dirt. Archaeologists are then 
able to minimize the effectsof construction by preservingthe 
important information provided by the site and turn discov- 
ered artifacts over to MIIT. 

During archaeological studies for the MI) 32 project in 
I loward County, SI]A moved into amore extensive excava- 
tion effort. This location wasactually acollection of sitesin 
the historic town of Simpsonville. A mill village, with 
remains of a mill dating to 1768, was discovered near the 
Little Patuxent River. 

“The design of the bridge carry ing an approach roadway 
was modified, mainly lengthened and heightened, to allow a 
large portion of the mill structure toremain standing,” said 
bridge designer Moj Izadi. “In addition, we are trying to 
design the bridge to match the aesthetics of the mill.” 

It doesn’t necessarily take complex scientific instru- 
ments to do an excavation. The tools used in art haevlogical 
studies can range from shovels, picks and toothbrushesty 
sophisticated metal detectors and chemicals In somecases, 
backhoes must be used dunng excavation to dig deepinthe 
earth, often in flood plains that have been covered by dirt 
and silt 

“The information gathered from archaeological studies 
does not end up ina file. SHA archaeologists often visit 
schools and community organizations to give presentations 
and answer questions about our research,” said Ervin. “In 
addition, we publish scientific reports and contribute to 
informational videos and brochun:s ”

The Choral Society must depend upon grants from 
the Garrett County Arts Couneil to subsidize its 
prograins and musicals However, the Arts Council 18 
hound by federal law when it comes to providing those 
grants, and strict adherence to the Disabilities Act is 
mandatory. So unles: the Society complies by installing 
this enormous ramp into the church, the Council would 
not he able to legally provide a grant 

Fortunately, one of the members of the Choral 
Society has the materials, equipment. and talents to 
construct and install this ramp, and is willing to 
donate his time, the use of his equipment, and much of 
the matenal. If the Society did not have this luxury, 
the cost of such a project would tur exceed the amount 
of the grant being awarded by the Arts Counell! 

To add to the irony, we suspect that the ramp will 
not even be used, and if it is used, it will be by one or 
two people 

Now we know we are opening ourselves up here for 
some harsh criticism from agencies and individuals 
involved with assisting the handicapped We don't 
want to give the impression that we are unfeeling or 
uncaring when it comes to the -pecial need: of zome of 
our citizens.

Inthe last 
years, SHA has sponsored more than 350 archaeological 
studies tocomply with the National I steric Preservation 
Act of 1966 and the National Environmental Policy Act of 
lu? 

“We believe in preserving the past as we continue 
make progress,” said Governor Wilham Donald Schaefer 
“The state of Maryland is dedicated to protecting the 
artifacts and other items of historical importance we UD- 
cover. Arecentexample of thiscommitment isthe discovery 
of several Calvert family coffins by archaeologists in St 
Mary's City.” 

Archaeological studies can often provide information 
about social and living conditionsina region. A recent study 
in Cumberland provided information on the health of resi- 
dents in the late 1700's and early 1800's by examining 
parasites from privies. Domestic items like plates and bowls 
can indicate the economic situation ofthe area he 

Before construction begins, each project location 1s 
reviewed by SHA’s Environmental Planning section to sec 
if an archaeological evaluation is needed. The review uth 
lizes archeological site maps from the Maryland I list: nical 
Trust (MI IT) and soils and historic maps. 

“Historical maps also help identify standing historic 
structures,” said Rita Suffness, SHA’s architectural histo 
rian. “We evaluate structures that are close to planned 
highway pivjects.” 

Should an area require furtherarchacological investiga 
tion, SHA performs a preliminary study where a small 
survey crew digs 1 to 2 feet deep test pits. Any recovered 
artifacta and soil samples are taken back to the lab for 
evaluation. 

In addition to digging test pits, archaeologists interview 
residents about the local history. From interviews and 
personal mementos, the history of an area, or even a host 
building, can often be traced. 

I lowever, uncovered artifactsneed not be ancient scrotls 
or tombs to provide information. “We found a town trash 
deposit next to the remains of a tavern in the Harford 
County town of Dublin,” said SHA archacolopist Rick 
Ervin. “It provided an excellent sample of the local life inthe 
1800's and early 1900's.” 

Sometimes the smallest items discovered are the mi +t 
revealing. SHA archaeologist Carol Ebright conducted a 
study for the State Railroad Administration near BW] 
Airport several years ago. “Some of the most interesting 
things we found were quartz flakes left from toolmaking by 
Paleoindians who lived 11,500 years ago.” 

So why not dig, dig, dig? 

“Digging more won't necessarily answer more ques 
tions,” said Ervin. “More digging would just destrvy the 
integrity of the area. Archaeologists want to preserve a 
national site and leave it undisturbed where possible ” 

However, some sitesthat might be significant dorequire 
more excavation. In thisphase, crewatry todetermine the 
boundaries of the site and dig shallow 3 by 3 foot square 
holes. Again, the artifacts are evaluated for historical pertod 
and significance 

Ifasite isdeemed historically significant, every effort is 
made by SIIA to modify the project design and minimize 
disturbance to the area. There are approximately 7,000 
historic archaeological sites in Maryland identified by MIIT 
with SIA. Site significance is based on five criteria: con- 
tains important information tothe local, state or national 
history; contains artifacts from important persons; repre- 
sents events of a significant historic period; is part of larger 
collection of historical district; or isundisturbed -- integrity 
of site is maintained. 

Occasionally a site is considered significant and the 
project cannot be redesigned for its preservation. In such 
cases, a more in-depth study 1s performed by excavating 
larger, 15 by 30 foot blocks of dirt. Archaeologists are then 
able tominimize the effectsof construction by preserving the 
important information provided by the site and turn disvov- 
ered artifacts over to MIIT. 

During archaeological studies for the MD 32 project in 
I loward County, SHA moved into a more extensive excava- 
tion effort. This location was actually acollection of sites in 
the historic town of Simpsonville. A mill village, with 
remains of a mill dating to 1768, was discovered near the 
Little Patuxent River 

“The design of the bridge carrying an approach madway 
was modified, mainly lengthened and heightened, to allow a 
large portion of the mill structure toremain standing,” said 
bridge designer Moj Izadi. “In addition, we are trying to 
design the bridge to match the sesthetics of the mill.” 

It doesn’t necessarily take complex scientific instru- 
ments to do an excavation. The tools used in archaeological 
studies can range from shovels, picks and toothbrushes ty 
sophisticated metal detectors and chemicals In some cases, 
backhoes must be used during excavation tod:g deep in the 
earth, often in flood plains that have been covered by dirt 
and silt. 

“The information gathered from archaeological studies 
does not end up in a file. SHA archavologists often visit 
schools and community organizationsto five presentations

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Maryland’s Wildlife Division 


A look at the agency responsible for the conser- 
vation and management of Maryland’s treasured 
wildlife resources.

What is the Department of Natural Resources Mary- 
land Wildlife Division? The answer to that question is 
most likely dependent upon whom you ask, what part of 
the state they reside in, or what time of the year it is. Most 
people’s perception of the Wildlife Division is shaped by 
the contact they have had with the agency as a hunter, 
farmer, landowner, housewife, school teacher, student or 
other state or federal agency employee. 

DNR’s Wildlife Division is probably best known by the 
hunter. Wildlife personne! set regulations regarding the 
harvest of game and conducts research to monitor popu- 
lations. Over 200,000 persons aged 16 and older -- most 
of them residents -- hunted in Maryland in 1985. They 
spent nearly five million “man days” afield and pumped 
$35 million into the state’s economy for food, lodging, 
travel, and fees alone. Hunting license sales are respon- 
sible for 91 percent of the total funding for Maryland's 
wildlife management program 

To the environmental education teacher or student, 
the Wildlife Division is the administrator and coordina- 
tor of a nationally recognized environmental education 
curriculum known as “Project WILD.” Project WILD isa 
quality education program that emphasizes wildlife as a 
way to understand our responsibilities to all living things. 
Project WILD takes young people “from awareness to 
action.” It is based on the premise that young people and 
their teachers have a vital interest in learning about the 
earth as home for people and wildlife. The Wildlife 
Society recently honored Maryland's wildlife program 
with a “Certificate of Excellence” for its efforts in promot- 
ing environmental awareness through “Project WILD.” 

Thousands of people who visit one of Maryland's 37 
wildlife management areas (WMAs), see the division is 
the caretaker and steward of approximately 100,000 
acres of some of Marvland’s best wildlife habitats. Ac- 
cording to a 1985 federal survey, over 32,000 hunters 
spend in excess of 225,000 days afield on wildlife manage- 
ment areas annually. Additionally, thousands of people 
visit WMAs annually for non-consumptive wildlife recre- 
ational activities such as birdwatching, hiking and wild- 
life photography. One example is the Gwynnbrook WMA 

located in Baltimore County where approximately 3,000 
persons visit annually to experience the 1.5-mile urban 
nature trail. 

Homeowners faced with a nuisance wildlife problem 
hope acall to the Wildlife Division will solve their wildlife 
problem, e.g. a raccoon in their trash or a squirrel in the 
attic. Maryland has experienced tremendous population 
growth in recent years. The influx of people into the more 
rural sections of the state has and will continue to result 
in more humar/wildlife contacts. Because of the increas- 
ing public demand, the DNR recently entered into a 
service contract with the United States Department of 
Agriculture Animal Damage Control Unit. Through this 
arrangement, the public can call toll-free, 1-800-442- 
0708, for nuisance wildlife assistance. 

To the landowner who is interested in improving his 
property to benefit wildlife, wildlife personnel can offer 
professional land management recommendations and 
planning. Numerous cost share programs currently ex- 
ist as an economic incentive for landowners to improve 
habitat conditions for wildlife. 

To the farmer, DNR’s Wildlife Division is the agency 
he telephones for assistiunce in dealing with wildlife 
damage to agricultural crops. In Maryland, white-tailed 
deer are the primary species of concern. Typically, wild- 
life personnel investigate the extent of the problem and 
usually recommend public hunting as a long-term solu- 
tion to controlling the deer population. As an immediate 
solution, deer management permits may be issued to 
address the problem 

To other state and/or federal agencies, DNR’s Wildlife 
Division is the clearinghouse for technical information 
relative toenvironmental impact statements and wildlife 
biology and management recommendations. Wildlife 
works with the other DNR units, State Highway Admin- 
istration, Cooperative Extension Service, USDA, Soil 
Conservation Service and the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, to integrate wildlife habitat 
management into their programs. 

DNR's Wildlife Division is the permitting agency 
responsible for the issuance of wildlife control cooperator 
permits, scientific collecting permits, wildlife rehabilita- 
tion permits, taxidermy permits and disabled hunter 
permits, just to name a few.

Safety During 
Turkey Season 

With Maryland's spring 
turkey season fast approach- 
ing (Apml 17 - May 15), the 
Marvland Natural Resources 
Police (NRP), the Mary land 
Department of Natural

Turkey Federation want to 
remind hunters that safety 
should always come first 
Because of the techniques 
used, turkey hunting has 
certain unique aspects that 
require special attention to 
safety 

“Keep in mind that the 
most common cause of 
hunting accidents is hunter 
judgment,” said NRP 
Superintendent Col. 
Franklin 1. Wood 

DNR Wildhfe Division 
Director Josh Sandt agreed.

ber at all times that other 
turkey hunters may be 
nearby.” 

The NRP’s Outdoor 
Education Section, the DNR 
Wildlife Division and the 
National Wild Turkey 
Federation offer the 
following safety tipe for a 
successful hunt: 


* Never wear the colors, 
red, white or blue, which are 
the colors that appear on the 
head of turkey. 

* Although hunter orange 
is not required during turkey 
season, it’s still a good idea 
to wear it to and from your 
hunting area. It’s alao a good 
idea to tie an orange cloth 
around the tree you're 
hunting from. 

* If you see another 
hunter approaching, remain 
still, Never wave, stand or 
sound a turkey call. Use 
your voice or a whistle. 

* Respect landowners and 
always obtain permission 
before hunting on their 
property 

* Know the capabilities 
and limitations of your gun 
or bow and use it safely. 

* When walking in the 
woods or in the dark, always 
use a flashlight. This not 
only identifies you as a per- 
son to other hunters, but 
helpe you avoid falls or other 
accidents. 

* Learn your hunting 
area. Know what is beyond 
your shooting area and 
where other hunters are. If 


































you are on land whiere you 
have sole permission to 
hunt, do not assume there 
are no other hunters in the 
area. 

* Always positively identi- 
fy your target prior to shoot- 
ing. This is vital in all hunt- 
ing, and especially in turkey 
hunting because of other 
hunters calling on birds. 

* Control the direction of 
your firearm’s muzzle at all 
times. Keep the safety on 
until ready to shoot. 

* Avoid interfering with 
other hunters and respect 
the right of others to lawful- 
ly share the outdoors. 

* Value the hunting expe- 
rience and appreciate the 
beauty of the wild turkey.

From a government perspective, we are a small unit 
within the Maryland Department of Natural Resources 
with the large task of overseeing the conservation and 
management of over 500 species of wildlife. The 89 
employees of the division account for only five percent of 
a total 1,760 DNR employees. Field personnel maintain 
four regional and 10 district offices located throughout 
the state. Program managers who have statewide re- 
search and management responsibility for individual 
wildlife species groups, i.e. non-game and endangered 
species, waterfowl, furbearers, forest and upland wild- 
life, work out of the Wye Mills office located at Wye Mills, 
Maryland. Headquarters for the Wildlife Division is 
located at the Tawes State Office Building in Annapolis. 
Overall, Wildlife Division direction and supervision is 
provided by Josh Sandt, acting director. 

Unlike most state agencies, the Wildlife Division is 
not funded by general tax revenues. The majority of its 
operating income from the sale of hunting licenses and 
from an 11 percent federal excise tax on sporting arms 
and ammunition. In addition to these primary funding 
sources, additional revenue (9 percent of the total bud- 
get) iscollected through the Chesapeake Bay and Endan-

The ride-alongs may occur 
during DWI ‘driving while 
intoxicated |selectiveenforce- 
ment patrols and sobriety 
checkpoints. 

The State Police objective 
is to educate youth by pro- 
viding a role model and an 
accurate source of informa- 
tion concerning Maryland’s 
alcoho] and drug laws and 
penalties.

Hentage Awarded 
$100,000 Grant 


The Board of Trustees of 
the Claude Worthington 
Benedum Foundation has 


awarded Arthurdale Heri- 
tage, Inc., a grant of 
$100,000. According to Bev- 
erly Walter, grants program 
director, this grant is to be 
used over a two-year period 
“to provide staff support to 
oversee preservation of com- 
munity buildings, interpret 
the history, and develop 
income-producing properties 
to help provide revenue to 
support future projects of 
Arthurdale.” 

Dr. Walter Rockenstein, 
president of Arthurdale 
Heritage (AH), noted that 
the Benedum Foundation 
was the first foundation to 
give large financial support 
(over $35,000) when AH was 
in its infancy. Through the 
generosity of the Benedum 
Board of Trustees, the right 
wing of the Arthurdale Cen- 
ter Building was salvaged. 
According to Rockenstein, 
this new funding from the 
Benedum Foundation and 
the $500,000 federal grant 
that was recently secured 
with th® help of Congress- 
man Alan B. Mollohan will 
enable AH to continue its 
goal of “restoring vesterday 
for tomorrow.” 

As stated in the Benedum 
grant proposal, AH sought 
funding so that they could 
proceed with the “speed 
necessary to ensure the best 
use of the federal funds and 
to ensure that, when the 
restoration work is complet- 
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ed, the community woth be 
ready to receive visitors and 
be ready for the national 
spotlight that it so richly 
deserves.” 

The Arthurdale Board of 
Directors will use the Bene- 
dum funding to hire a part- 
time executive director to 
oversee Board responsibil- 
ities and be a liaison for the 
up-coming building restora- 
tion as outlined in the feder- 
al grant. A full-time histori- 
an will also be employed to 
prepare the many items 
needed for the New Deal 
museum. Also, part of the 
money wil] be used to host a 
national conference on the 
1930’s that would put Ar- 
thurdale into the historical 
context of its time by dis- 
cussing topics as the back-to- 
the-land movement, the 
national "new town” pro- 
gram, Eleanor Roosevelt, etc 
This conference with be held 
next year as part of the 60th 
celebration of the home- 
steading of Arthurdale 

“Thanks to homesteaders. 
the community, friends, and 
groups such as the Benedum 
Foundation, the national 
significance of Arthurdale is 
being told,” added Rocken- 
stein. 

Arthurdale is the first 
New Deal homestead in the 
nation. Recognizing this fact, 
AH was formed in 1985 to 
prescrve selected buildings in 
the community to interpret 
the history of Arthurdale for 
residents and visitors and to 
carry on the business and 
craft traditions original to 
Arthurdale’s mission. The 
entire community is listed on 
the National register of 
Historic Places and AH has 
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Garlic May Effectively 
Lower Cholesterol 


According to a 1992 article in a German 
medical journal, garlic may be as effective as 
benzafibrate, a medicine used tolower blood choles- 
terol levels. The German study consisted of 98 
persons. all with a history of high levels of blood 
cholesterol.

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Local Woman Recounts Years Of Abuse 
And Subsequent Process Of Recovery

Note: April has been 
designated as Domestic 
Violence Prevention 
Month and the following 
ts one wonian’s storys 
about her vears of abuse 
and how she is finally 
learning to overcome the 
suffering she endured. 
While the accounting of 
her experience is true, 
her name has been 
changed for the purpose 
of this article. Victims of 
domestic violence or 
sexual abuse are urged to 
contact the Domestic 
Violence Sexual Assault 
Resource Center at 334 
9000.

Linda 1s a 46-vear-old di- 
vorced mother of three who 
was raised in Garrett County 
where she continues to live: 
by a gentle mother and fa- 
ther who abhorrel even the 
thought of spanking a child, 
and whose occasional marital 
spats amounted to no more 
than just not talking to 
each other for awhile,” sad 
Linda 

Nevertheless, some force 
in Linda - life prevailed that 
allowed her to suffer abuse 
from her ex-husband from 
the time she was 15 vears 
old to just a few years ago -- 
abuse that touk “all fornis 
unaginable,” beginning even 
before the couple was actual- 
Iv married and lasting well 
after they were divorced, 
restraining orders notwith- 
standing 

A fairly common reaction 
to this kind of situation 
seems to be the question, 
‘Why didn't she leave him” 
or ‘Whi did she put up with 
the abuse for so long” 

Indeed, there must be 
something wrong with a per- 
son who puts up with abuse. 
day after day, month after 
month, vear after year, most 
people would think It actu- 
ally seems easier to deal 
with the offenders, since a 
crime is being committed 
and the law addresses their 
actions 

But it’s not quite as easy 
to “deal with” or to catego- 
nize the victims since the law 
18 more vague and social 
prograins are often lacking 
funds and resources for 
identifying victims. Further- 
more, the victims, as well as 

the offenders, cannot be 
categorized by way of socio- 
economic and educational 
boundaries 

As Linda says, “This is 
what's happening all the 
time It’s not just the low-in- 
come or chemically-addictive 
personalities It’severy where 
in the community, every- 
where in the world [| want 
people who are not aware of 
the prevalence of it to get so 
angry about the fact that 
this 1s real -- it's nota TV 
story, and not a rag mag 
story” 

She continued, stressing 
that domestic violence, in 
varving forms, takes place 
“right under our noses -- to 
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vur friends, to our neighbors, 
to our families.” 

The Domestic 
Violence Sexual Assault 
Information Center in 
Garrett County serves as a 
valuable resource to victims 
who would otherwise have 
no place to turn, and is 
essential to some victims 
who are actually in danger of 
being physically harmed if 
they try to change their situ- 
ations 

The center provides crisis 
internention for all victims 
and their children. short- 
term counseling, public edu- 
cation programs, a 24-hour 
hotline service, support 
groups, as well as accompa- 
niment to the hospital's 
emergency room, police sta- 
tion, court, and other social 
service agencies 

The center also provides 
In-service training to any 
individual or groups interest- 
ed in volunteering their 
services or wishing to set up 
a prevention program 

‘We need this professional 
service.” said Linda “When 
women need to get out of a 
bad situation, they need a 
place to go and they need to 
know that they are able to 
go, even though they've been 
told by their abusers they 
can't” 

“In my case, | was brain- 

and, for 21 years, | 
was very passive, submissive, 
and had a very low self-es- 
teem” she said. “I nfortu- 
nately, there is still a pre- 
vailing feeling that if women 
are mistreated, it’s their 
fault We even have mothers 
telling their daughters to 
stick with their husbands 
even when they're being 
abused because of the bovs- 
will-be boys attitude.” 

Linda continued, “Now 
that I'm out, | feel like an 
elephant has been lifted off 
my chest I can breathe now 
I've made a good decision 
and the sun is shining Yes, 
this is hard, but | can do it” 

Linda explained that she 
1s still plagued with emotion- 
al. as well as physical scars, 
from her vears as an abused 
spouse “[ have physical 
problems, including scar 
tissue and cracked bones, 
that are causing me tremen- 
dous pain and medical costs.” 
She stated that she lost her 
Job as a physical therapist 
hecause of the debilitating 
back pain that resulted from 
her abuse 

Linda is now back in 
school, however. and 
attempting to receive a de- 
gree in psychology, but she 
reports that even sitting 
through the classes has been 
a struggle and. at times, 
impossible 

She also explained that 
she still has nightmares 
about a time when she was 
“left for dead” by her ex- 
husband. “I haven't put all 
the parts together yet. 

“When | was actually 
going through the abuse, | 
ignored a lot of it. [got 
through it. and it wasn't 
until the last few vears that 
I realized | had repressed the 
majority of the abuse The 
abuse | remembered while | 
was actually going through it 
was, by itself. bad enough 
What I am now remember- 
ing is horrendous stilt | am 
just now starting to remem 
her, and realize, that it took 
place even before the mar- 
riage I'm finding it hard to 
believe that could have hap- 
pened” 

Linda clearly shows the 
deterinination to succeed at 
whatever she does, and spec- 
ulates that society ‘not her 
family upbringing, even 
though she described her 
mother as having a passive 
nature had a lot to do with 
why she felt she had to stay 
In a marriage that was de- 
structive, why she felt she 
had to hold the family to- 
gether at all costs, and why 
she felt she was not even 
attractive enough to ever 
hope for another relationship 
nor capable enough to make 
it on her own 

Whatever forces were at 
work in making Linda the 
kind of woman who accepted 
the abuse for so long and 
her ex-husband the kind of 
man compelled to administer 
it are worth examination 
Speculations abound. but 
until society accepts and 
deals with whatever conclu- 
sions are drawn, there re- 
mains the reassuring fact 
that abuse victims continue 
to find ways out of the mire, 
and grassroots organizations 
are there to help victims 
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learn the art of mamtaining 
a healthy self-esteein and 
sound relationships 

As Linda said, it was only 
when she started takig care 
of herself, that she found the 
way to a healthy mental 
state She had to learn what 
milhons of victims have had 
to learn that taking care of 
oneself is not selfish It is a 
hecessary first step in creat- 
Ing a person who is valued 
and capable only of being 
treated humanely 

The staff at the local 
center 1s eager to provide 
victims of domestic violence 
and sexual assault with the 
appropriate counseling, sup- 
port, and advocacy in an 
effort to help them receive 
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the yervices they need from 
the immediate crisis at hand 
through the process of recov- 
ery 

The staff also takes on 
the task of providing preven- 
tion information to the com- 
munity in an effort "to lessen 
the possibility of each 
person's becoming a victim,” 
accorchng to a spokesperson 
for the office They are also 
concerned with educating 
the public about the realities 
and statistics of domestic 
violence and sexual assault 
cases in the county, in the 
hopes of effecting a change 
In attitudes of the communi- 
ty concerning these issues 
and their victims. 

It snould also be noted 


that, even though women 
represent the highest per- 
centage of victims, men are 
also counseled -- either as 
victims of abuse or as the 
perpetrators 

Linda is not sure what 
she'll pursue after she re- 
ceives her degree in psychol- 
ogy but she 1s interested in a 
counseling position for either 
the elderly or the victims of 
domestic abuse, or perhaps 
both. She feels she has more 
progress to make in exorcis- 
ing the demons that have 
plagued her before she would 
be fully qualified to objec- 
tively assist another victim 
of abuse, but she seems to be 
making giant strides every 
day of her life.

Background Scripture: 

John 21 
Devotional Reading: 

John 21:1-14 

We begin where we left off 
laat week: in the midst of the 
resurrection appearance of the 
Risen Christ Once again we 
can seo in John 21 that there 
was somethingnuminous(mys- 
terious, surpassing comprehen- 
aion) about thir experience 
John gaya, “Just as the day was 
breaking. Jesus stood on the 
beach; yet the disciples did not 
know that it was Jesus” (21:4). 

Even after the miraculous 
draft of fish and the exclama- 
tion, “it ia the Lord,” even after 
they came ashore to eat break- 
fast with him, there is an aur of 
enigma: Now none of the dis- 
ciples dared ask him. “Who are 
you?” They knew it was the 
Lord (21:12). Ah, but if they 
really "knew” it factually, why 
would they have even thought 
toask "Who are you?” Actually, 
they “knew,” not by fact, but by 
faith 

HOW MUCH? 

There is an interesting par 
allel in this chupter All the 
gospels agree that, as Jesus 
predicted, on the nightin which 
Joaus was betrayed, Peter de- 
nied him three times Now, 
Peter and Christ are tagether 
again and three times he 1s 
questioned about his faith and 
challenged to commit himself: 
“Simon, son ofJohn, do you love 
me more than these?” "Simon, 
aon of John, do you love me” 
"Do you love me?” 

Simon Peter and the other 
disciples have seen the Risen 
Lord and now believe in him, 
but how much do they believe? 
They profess their love, but how 
much do they love him? Inside, 
Peter may have been saying to 
himself, Lard, just tell me what 
todo to prove my love and I'lldo 


it, [won't let you down as I did 
before And Christa response, 
although vaing alightly differ 
ent words each time, makes it 
clear how w prove their love 
"Feed my lumbs Tend my 
sheep Feel my sheep.” Ifyou 
love ine, you cnn prove it by 
helping those whem I would 
myself help the sick, blind, 
lume, dumb, and distressed 
Remember, back in John 13 
Peter had made a ringing dec 
laration of loyalty: "I will lay 
down my life for you" (13:37). It 
waa then that Jesus predicted, 
"will you lay down your life for 
me? Truly, truly, | aay to you, 
the cock will not crow, till you 
have denied me three time.” It 
was a prediction that was all 
too true. So, now that Peter is 
proclaiming his love and loy- 
alty again, “Yes, | ord, youknow 
that 1 love you,” what assur- 
ance do we have that Peter will 
not foraake the Lord again? 
None 
FOLLOW ME! 

Butthis time, instead of pre- 
dicting Peter's denial, Jeaus 
predicts what Peter's declara 
Lionis going tocosthim:”...when 
you are old you will stretch out 
your hands, and another will 
gird you and carry you where 
you do not wish to go" (21:18). 
And John adds parenthetically, 
“(This he said to show by what 
death he was to glorify God.)" If 
we love the Lord we can prove it 
only by giving ourselves in ser- 
vice to others, even to the point 
ol death 1 need be As the cross 
was the measure of Chriat's 
love for us, a0 itis the measure 
of our love for him. 

John says, "And after this he 
said t him, ‘Follow me .” With 
thatcommand, Peter is reatored 
to his role asa disciple It ia the 
third time Jesus has invited 
him to "follow me"--when he 
was first called to diacipleship, 
at hia confession of Christ at 
Caesarea Philippi, and now 
once again after his terrible 
lapse of loyalty 

Like Peter, all of ua fail 
Christ at times in our lives We 
need Lo remember this incident 
in John 21 and realize that our 
failure of loyalty 1s not the last 
word The last word 13 "Follow 
me" and Lhe opportunity toonce 
again prove our love for him.

“All through my life. I'd al- 
ways hear, ‘They loved you. 
but they went with someone 18 
years old to play younger.” she 
says. “I was so sick of hearing 
that you cannot imagine 
But when I went up for ‘Empty 
Nest, they never asked me 
how old I was. and I never told 
them.” 

But she’s still, she admits. 
more comfortable playing 14 
than 23 “Everyone tells me 
it’s all in an attitude when you 
play older. and they say I do tt 
convincingly.” she says. “But 
playing younger is so much 
easier. because there's a really 
young side to me as well.” 

Although Rieffel started 
acting professionally at age 4. 
she claims that she pushed her 
mother intoit not vice versa 

“I always knew I wanted to 
do this somehow.” she says 


“Even at 4 years old I knew | 
was always the one at family 
gatherings to get up and want 
to sing asong even when no- 
body would ask me 1 got my 
Mom to set me up and put me 
with a manager. She wasn't 
sure I mean a 4-year-old 
child saying. ‘Mom. this is 
what I want to do for a ca- 
reer’? But finally she gave it a 
shot It took six months of au- 
ditioning until I got my first 
commercial Then I did a hun- 
dred commercials.” 

The commercials. she says. 
were hard work 

“One commercial I did was 
for Apple Jacks.” she recalls 
“Thad to continually eat this 
cereal all day Now. they offer 
you a bucket to spit in if you 
don’t want to finish whatever 
you're eating But I felt so bad 
for the person who had to 
clean it, I wouldn't spit in it 
By the end of the day, the ad- 
vertiser who was sitting be- 
hind the monitor leaned over 
and said to the director, ‘Can 
we do something about that 
girl? When she eats the cereal. 
her eves look like they're pop- 
ping out of her head" ” 

Rieffel laughs. “I used to 
love Apple Jacks. but after 
that commercial. I have not 
eaten one Apple Jack since.” 

Her first acting job that 
wasn't a commercial was ap- 
pearing in a “Saturday Night 
Live” skit. Since then, she has 
had prominent roles in “The 
Ann Jillian Show” and “The 
Trials of Rosie O'Neill.” And 
now there’s “Empty Nest.” 

“T thought it was a great 
show before I was even consid- 
ered for any kind of role.” she 
says.

Maryland Students 
Near U.S. Average 
In Math Skills 


State School Superinten- 
dent Nancy Grasmick last 
week released results of a 
1992 national assessment of 
mathematics achievement 
that shows Maryland’s 
fourth and eighth grade 
students performing “about 
the same” as students na- 
tionally. 

The 1992 assessment of 
mathematics was the second 
state-by-state release of 
scores by the National As- 
sessment of Educational 
Progress (NAEP), which 
conducts continuing assess- 
ments of what American 
students know and can do in 
various subject areas. 

The 1992 NAEP report 
shows that fewer than six in 
10 Maryland eighth grade 
students (59 percent) demon- 
strate at least a basic profi- 
ciency in mathematics. Na- 
tionally, 61 percent of eight 
graders reached the basic 
level or higher. Students at 
the basic level have partially 
mastered the knowledge and 
skills necessary for proficient 
work in mathematics. 

Shghtly more Maryland 
stydents than U.S. students 
scored at the higher profi- 
ciency levels, and Maryland's 
top 10 percent of students in 
both the fourth and eighth 
grades consistently, though 
marginally, outscored the top 
10 percent of students in the 
nation. 

"The NAEP assessments 
provide some evidence that 
Maryland's best students 
may be marginally ahead of 
the best students in other 
states,” the Superintendent 
said. "But the important 
finding we must take away 
from this report is that most 
of our students are not gain- 
ing the kind of knowledge 
and skills in mathematics 
they will need in the world 
outside of school.” 

The NAEP mathematics 
assessment consisted of five 


content areas: numbers and 
operations; measurement; 
geometry; data analysis, 
Statistics, and probability; 
algebra and functions. 

The average proficiency 
scores of Maryland's eighth 
grade students in the five 
content areas rose three 
points between 1990 and 
1992, from 261 to 264. Aver- 
age scores in the U.S. rose 
by four points, from 262 to 
266. 

The 1992 NAEP state 
assessments included fourth 
graders for the first time, 
and their average proficiency 
score was 216 in Maryland 
and 217 in the nation. The 
NAEP report calls Mary- 
land’s scores at both grades 
“about the same as that of 
students across the nation.” 

Compared to the perfor- 
mance of Maryland's eighth 
grade students in 1992, 13 
states scored higher, eight 
states scored lower, and the 
scores of 22 participating 
states were not significantly 
different. At the fourth 
grade, 12 states had higher 
scores, seven states had 
lower scores, and 23 states 
had scores not significantly 
different that the scores of 
Maryland studenta. 

NAEP data show direct 
correlations between stu- 
dertta’ scores and “conditions 
beyond school that facilitate 
mathematics learning and 
teaching.” Similar to several 
other studies, the 1992 
NAEP state assessments 
found that higher perfor- 
mance in mathematics is 
often associated with more 
time spent on homework, 
less time spent watching 
television and the availabil- 
ity of a variety of reading 
materials in the home. 


A scarcity of resources 
available to mathematics 
teachers - also associated 
with lower student scores -- 
appears to be a growing 
problem. The percentage of 
eighth grade teachers who 
reported that they have few 
of the needed resources 
available to them rose from 
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21 percent in 1990 to 34 
percent in 1992. In the na- 
tion as a whole, the number 
of teachers with inadequate 
resources increased from 31 
percent to 33 percent. 

Other highlights from the 
1992 NAEP report indicate 
that: 

* Among states, only 
California and New York 
had a wider range of cighth 
grade proficiency levels.

The Superintendent ex- 
pressed confidence in the 
state’s current efforts to 
improve instruction in math- 
ematics.

science. 

The Superintendent also 
said that “the Maryland 
School Performance Program 
is creating in each school a 
strong sense of responsibility 
for every student’s learning 
of challenging subject mat- 
ter.” 

"Our reforms are making 
a difference -- a difference 
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that will be evident in such 
asaessments as NAEP over 
the next few years,” Dr 
Grasmick said.

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‘ifth Case Of 
Rabies Confirmed 
By Health Dept. 


The Garrett County 
Health Department has 
announced confirmation of 
the fifth positive case of 
rabies this year. The infected 
raccoon was submitted for 
testing by Joe Howe on April 
19, and subsequently 
confirmed positive for the 
disease by the Maryland 
LaboratoriesAdministration. 

According to Mr. Howe, 
the raccoon came onto his 
property, located in the Pea 
Patch area off of New 
Germany Road. The raccoon 
fought with and was killed 
by Howe's two dogs. Howe 
was careful not to handle 
the dogs for at least two 
hours after the incident, 
according to a spokesperson. 
Pet-owners are reminded 
that if they need to handle 
their pets they should do so 
with gloves and minimize 
contact for two hours. Both 
of Howe's dogs are currently 
vaccinated for rabies and will 
be given a booster shot and 
observed closely for three 
months. 

Steve Sherrard, environ- 
mental health sanitarian 
with the Garrett County 
Health Department noted 
that this is the first positive 
rabies case in the northern 
end of the county this year. 
County residents should be 
aware that rabid animals can

County To Receive Slight Increase 
In State Funding For FY 1994 


While Garrett County will 
benefit from a $12.5 billion 
budget recently approved by 
the Maryland General As- 
sembly for Fiscal Year 1994 - 
- especially in the capital 
projects portion of the bud- 
get -- Garrett County Clerk 
Robert Fousek explained 
that some of the increases in 
funding from the state to the 
county have really only re- 
stored funding toa level that 
existed before cuts in various 
areas took place over the 
past two years. 

"We are appreciative of 
the fact that we were not cut 
again, however,” he said. 

Information from the 
Maryland Department of 
Legislative Reference reveals 
that the amount of total 
direct aid to the county for 
FY'94 will amount to 
$2.022,000 but Fousek ex- 
plained that the actual gain 
to general county govern- 
ment amounts to a figure 
closer to $400,000 to 
$500,000. 

The release of figures 
from the state indicates a 
substantial increase in cer- 
tain areas of direct aid and 
shared revenue from the 
current year’s level of fund-

“The figures released by the 
state are somewhat 
deceptive.” he said 

District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards, howev- 
er, stated recently that reve- 
nue estimates used by the 
legislators were “very conser- 
vative” and so he does not 
foresee more cuts being 
made in the near future that 
would affect the local juris- 
dictions. 

In the area of capital 
project funding, the county 
will benefit from a $49,000 
state grant to be used by the 
Garrett County Jail for im- 
provements; a $64,000 grant 
to be used for the Oakland 
Senior Center; and a total of 
$275,000 for the construc- 
tion of sewer systemsin Deer 
Park and at Chestnut Ridge 

Three other capital im- 
provement projects will be 
funded through grants ob- 
tained by the Maryland De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources. Those include the 
renovation of the fish hatch- 
ery near Accident ($345,518); 
the construction of a nature 
center at Deep Creek Lake 
State Park ($81,000); and a 
waterway improvement 
project at Deep Creek lake 
State Park ($150,000). 

While the public school 
and community college sys- 
tems in the county will re- 
ceive an increase in certain 
areas of funding from the 
state, both systems are now 
required to pay all of the 
social security benefits for 
their employees. Until last 
year, the state assisted those 
systems with those pay- 
ments.

Local Man Found 
Guilty Of Theft, 
Bad Check Counts 


An Oakland man was 
found guilty of one count of 
petty theft and two counts of 
bad check charges in Garrett 
County District Court 
proceedings last week and 
handed a one-year jail 
sentence 

Stephen F Durst. 39, 
Oakland, was found guilty of 
those counts after he failed 
to appear in court to face 
those charges earlier result- 
ing in a bench warrant being 
issued for his arrest. He was 
handed a one-year jail term 
(eight months was suspend- 
ed and credit was given for 
time already served) for each 
count, to run concurrently. 
He was also placed on one 
year of supervised probation. 
The fine was waived and he 
was ordered to pay restitu- 
tion to Trackside and The 
Board Room. 

In a plea agreement with 
the State's Attorney's Office, 
an additional count of petty 
theft and an additional count 
of passing a bad check were 
not prosecuted. 

Durst was charged with 
those offenses when he 
passed two worthless checks 
to the Trackside Restaurant 
November 30 and December 
2 of last year after obtaining 
food, drink, and cash for the 
checks. He also reportedly 
ordered over $38 worth of 
food and drink at the Board 
Room on November 4 and 
left without paying his bill 
He allegedly told his server 
that he did not have any 
money to pay for his meal 
before leaving the restau- 
rant 

He was to have appeared 
in court on March 3 to face 
those charges but failed to 
appear. At that time, a 
bench warrant was issued 


for his arrest. 

In other District Court 
news, a Deer Park man was 
found guilty of resisting ar- 
rest 

Kevin L. DeBerry, 30, 
Deer Park, was found guilty 
of that charge and handed a 
six-month jail term (all was 
suspended but 30 days), 
Tined $100, and placed on 
one year of supervised proba- 
tion.

In its continuing etYorts 
to provide comprehensive 
medical care to the commu- 
nity, Garrett County Memo- 
rial Hospital has recently 
added hysteroscopy to its 
surgical services 

Hysteroscopy, perforined 
by Dr. John Green of the 
surgical practice of Drs. 
Fedde, Porcaro and Surgical 
Associates, P.A., is a diagnos- 
tic and therapeutic proce- 
dure that allows the surgeon 


to look inside the uterus. 
This procedure should not be 
confused with hysterectomy, 
the surgical removal of 
whole or part of the womb. 
According to Dr. Green, 
hysteroscopy is used to pri- 
marily treat dysfunctional 
uterine bleeding, usually 
caused by hormonal disor- 
ders as well as irregular 
uterine bleeding, caused by 
organic problems such as 
polyps or uterine fibroids. 
"In addition to determin- 
ing the causes of abnormal 
uterine bleeding, hysterosco- 
py allows you to see, by way 
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to Surgical Services 
of a television inonitor, ex- 
actly where you want to 
perforin a biopsy,” said 
Green. “Up until now the 
only way to take a sample of 
the uterus was through 
dilation and curettage, com- 
monly known asa D. & C,, 
which does not have the 
advantage of letting the 
surgeon see inside the uter- 
us. 

The purchase of new 
hysteroscopy equipment was 
made possible through the 
support of the Garrett Coun- 
ty Memorial Hospital Foun- 
dation. This equipment, 
which includes a hystero- 
scope connected to a video 
camera and micro-instru- 
ments, is currently allowing 
hysteroscopies to be per- 
formed at Garrett Memorial.

Day Care Providers Help Reduce Family Stress

with important ways to relieve stress and to learn how to 
identify stress in‘order to help other providers and day care 
parents

The Garrett County Infants And Toddlers Program 
Written by Suzanne Ryan, Early Interention Teacher and 
Service Coordinator. 

The Garrett County Infants and Toddlers Program is a 
family centered, interagency program that provides services 
for families with infants or toddlers who are delayed in their 
development. Early intervention services are available to 
families of any child below age three that is at risk for a 
developmental delay, currently exhibiting a delay, or has a 
diagnosed disability. 

The Office for Children, Youth and Families, the Health 
Department, the Department of Social Services and the 
Board of Education all cooperate to provide services to 
infants, toddlers and their families. The Infants and 
Toddlers Program provides services on a voluntary basis, and 
many of the services are provided at no cost to the family, or 
on a shding fee scale 

Every child from birth through age two is eligible for 
screening and assessments to identify his or her health and 
developmental needs. Growth and development screening for 
all children is available through the Garrett County Health 
Department, or the child’s doctor. Skill areas that may be 
assessed include bearing and speech, physical development, 
cognityve or thinking skills, language development, daily 
living skills, and social skill development 

To qualify for services through the Infants and Toddlers 
program, a child must be functioning at least 25% below his 
chronological age in one or more of the areas mentioned 
above. A child may also be eligible for services if he 
demonstrates a typical development or behavior in any of 
these areas In addition to these two categories, a child is 
eligible if he has a diagnosed condition such as Fetal Alcohol 
Syndrome, a sensory impairment, or Down Syndrome that 
puts him at risk for developmental delays 

Because the Infants and Toddlers Program is family 
centered, a wide range of services is available to the family 
as well as their child. Some of these services include special 
instruction, family education and support, speech therapy 
and audiology services, counseling, occupational and physical 
therapy, diagnostic medical services and service coordination. 
Each family involved in the Infants and Toddlers Program 
has a service coordinator who helps in obtaining all the 
services necessary to meet their needs. 

Anyone can make a referral to the Infants and Toddlers 
Program for a child they think may need early intervention 
services. Our program has recieved referrals from doctors, 
daycare providers, social workers, community health nurses, 
parents, and even a referral from one child’s great-aunt. If 
you suspect that a child you know, below the age of three, 
may have a developmental delay, you can make a referral by 
calling the Office for Children, Youth and Families at 334- 
5030 

Anyone interested in learning more about the Infants and 
Toddlers program may also call the Office for Children, 
Youth and Fainilies. We have pamphlets that outline the 

services available through the Infants and Toddlers Program 
in Garrett County In addition, we can provide interested 
people with a brochure that has detailed information about 
child development from birth to age three, as well as some 
child rearing tips for parents Each of these free pamphlets 
1s filled with helpful information 

Early intervention has proven to be beneficial for 
preventing, reducing, and even eliminating some 
developmental delays, 90 don’t hesitate to contact the Infants 
and Toddlers Program if you are concerned about a child 
What's Happening In Our Schools?

Garden Maintenance 
by Ruta Savage 

There are many ways to take the hard work out of 
vegetable gardening. The use of mulch helps control weeds, 
regulates soil temperature, and keeps vegetables clean. Some 
of the most common materials used for mulches are straw, 
leaves, grass clippings, peat moss, sawdust, and black plastic 
Do not add organic mulching materials until the soil has 
warmed up, usually about mid-June and after clean 
cultivation. Spread mulching material uniformly around 
plants and between rows, and add a complete fertilizer to it. 
Organic mulching materials require nitrogen for 
decomposition, and will compete with the crop for available 
nitrogen. Straw, leaves, and hay are usually placed three to 
four inches deep, but sawdust, peat moss, and wood chips 
should be no more than two inches thick. 

As soon as soil can be properly worked after each rain or 
irrigation, it should be hoed or cultivated to kill weeds that 
have sprouted, and to leave the surface in a loose friable 
condition to absorb later rainfall. Weeds compete with crops 
for light, moisture, and plant nutrients. Cultivation should 
be shallow to avoid injury to vegetable plant roots near the 
surface. A sharp garden hoe is one of the best weed killers. 

Black plastic can save lots of cultivation and weeding. 
Place the plastic sheet down flat and fasten edges with soil 
or stones. Make slits in the plastic and sow seeds directly 
into the row under it, or punch holes and set in transplants 
The use of black plastic gives excellent results with several 
vegetable crops including cantaloupe. cucumbers, tomatoes, 
summer squash, and eggplant. Most gardeners prefer plastic 
that is one and a half millimeters thick and three to four 
feet wide. It is important that the plastic be laid over moist 
soil that has been properly prepared. Black plastic conserves 
moisture and with early crops planted during cool weather, 
it increases soil temperature and so results in more rapid 
growth and earlier plant maturity. Using the plastic on 
midsummer plantings is not recommended, however, since 
intense sunlight can result in excessively high temperatures 
which could injure young plants. 

Many disease problems can be prevented. Plant parasites 
often winter over in refuse from last year’s crops. If plants 
are diseased, don't put them in your compost. Rotate crops, 
or try the new disease resistant seeds that are developed 
each year. Only about 10 percent of all bugs are had for the 
garden. If they are not killed by sprays, our natural 
predators, including insects, birds, frogs, and toads eliminate 
most pests. Scattering crops may confuse bugs and cut down 
on their activity; for example, instead of planting rows of 
beans side-by-side, mix them among rows of lettuce, 
radishes, beets, etc., making them harder to move among. 
Interspersing flowers such as marigolds, nasturtiums, 
calendulas, and zinnias in the garden may also help 

If slugs are a problem, dig a hole large enough to hold a

property without due process of law” These words from the 
Bill of Rights guarantee the security of homeownership and 
the basic right to own, transfer and use real property. 

In honor of American Home Week, April 18-24, the 
Garrett County Board of REALTORS offers a brief look at 
the history ofi private property rights and encourages the 
citizens of Garrett County to join in the celebration of these 
rights and acknowledge the need to protect them. 

Our nation’s concept of private property rights evolved 
from English Common Law, which, to a large extent, was 
patterned after ancient Roman law. Such laws have stood 
the test ofitime and courts, and were strongly supported by 
the American colonists. 

Property rights were well established by the time George 
Washington became our first president. Washington 
remarked that “lands are of permanent value; there is 
scarcely a possibility of their falling in price, but almost a 
moral certainty ofi their rising exceedingly in value.” 

However, we don’t have the absolute right to exercise 
these rights as freely as we may wish. “Just as most property 
is subject to some limitations, so are property rights 
controlled by some necessary restrictions,” explained Robert 
G. Custer, president of the Garrett County Board of 
REALTORS. “These restrictions may be thought of as 
protections that enhance property and safeguard its value.” 

American property rights and privileges are limited or 
restricted by certain powers of government. The first, power 
of taxation, is the government's rights to tax property based 
on assessed value and the prevailing tax rate. 

The power of eminent domain is taking private property 
in the public interest. "Just compensation” is required when 
property is appropriated. Affected property owners 
participate in the legal processes to ensure that 
compensation is just. 

Police power is the right of the government to regulate 
property for the protection of the public’s safety, health, 
morals and general welfare Zoning laws, housing 
restricbons, building codes and sub-division controls are 
examples of regulations based upon the police power of the 
government 

"Because we, as Americans, enjoy more political and 
economic freedom than any other people on earth, this 
nation must guard against taking for granted the rights 
inherent in horneownership,” reminds Custer. "All citizens 
should be aware ofi local government regulations affecting 
private property. [ encourage you to attend city council 
meetings. Know your locai property issues, such as zoning 
and taxation.” 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt once said, "Real estate cannot 
be lost or stolen, nor can it be carried away. Purchased with 
common sense and managed with reasonable care, it is about 
the safest investment in the world” 

While this remains true today, the dream of 
homeownership can be fulfilled only if we continue to protect 
our private property righta

Boating Safety 
Urged By NRP 


Maryland National 
Resources Police (NRP) 
Superintendent Col. Frank- 
lin 1. Wood, noting that the 
boating season is just around 
the corner, has urged boat- 
ers to observe safe boating 
practices and warned of the 
dangers of combining alcohol 
and boating. 

“Although a great deal of 
attention has been paid to 
the recent tragic boating 
accident in Florida,” Colonel 
Wood said, “we have had two 
confirmed boating fatalities 
in Maryland already this 
year and both have involved 
alcohol.” Last year, more 
than half the boating deaths 
in Maryland involved alco- 
hol. 

‘Safe boating practices 
help everyone enjoy the 
recreational opportunities of 
the bay and our rivers,” 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer said. "I urge par- 
enta to make sure that their 
children wear personal flota- 
tion devices at all times.” 

Over the last 10 years, 
between 85-90 percent ofithe 
people who died in boating 
accidents died of drowning. 
Almost all of thoss people 
would have survived if they 
head been wearing PFDs 
‘personal flotation devices 

The spprehension and 
prosecution of intoxicated 
boaters will be a NRP priori- 
ty again this year. In addi- 
tion to normal patrols, Oper- 
ation SWAMP (Safe Water- 
ways through Alcohol Moni- 
toring Patrols) will utilize 
specially trained NRP offi- 
cers to enforce sicohol and 
safety laws in problem areas. 
Last year NRP officers 
charged 110 individuals with 
operating a vessel while 
intoxicated or under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs. 
Of those arrested, 24 percent 
had previously been charged 
with alcohol-related offenses 

Noting that being in a 
boat on the water can ampli- 
fy the effects of alcohol, 
Colonel Wood said, “A blood- 
alcohol level as low as 035 
can significantly impair a 
person's ability to operate a 
vessel It encourages a false 
sense of security and makes 
people take risks they might 
normally not take.” 

The combination of boat- 
ing and alcohol puts passen- 
gers at risk as well. More 
than 20 percent of the peo- 
ple who died in boating 
accidents laet year were

drinking. 

"People who normally 
could save themselves are 
not able to,” Colonel Wood 
said. "The combination of 
alcohol and sudden immer- 
sion is disorienting and in- 
toxicated people sometimes 
swim toward the bottom and 
away from the surface.” 

Operating a boat in a 
careless or negligent manner 
is a danger not only to those 
on board, but to other boat- 
ers as well. Boaters are 
urged to report careless or 
negligently operated vessels 
to the NRP by using channel 
16 on the VHIF-FM marine 
band, or calling, toll-free, 1- 
800-628-9944 

Along with enforcement 
efforts, the NRP coordinates 
boater-safety classes and 
provides two education pro- 
grams for children.

also forced to take over the 
social security payments for 
its employees last year. Un- 
fortunately, state funding for 
the library was cut by 15.4% 
from FY'93. In essence, the 
system is losing $19,000 in 
direct state aid. 

The Garrett County 
Board of Education will be 
realizing a “net gain” of 
$64,000, according to 
Fousek, but the school sys- 
tem will not be able to take 
advantage of the state's 
release of funds for school 
construction, even though 
the amount approved by the 
General Assembly was $80 
million for an estimated 140 
projects across the state. The 
package represents one of 
the largest budgets for that 
purpose in almost 20 years. 

Superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage stated that the 
local board "made no 
requests.” He continued, 
saying that the one project 
that most interested the 
board -- the Southern Ele- 
mentary School Consolida- 
tion proposal -- “still isn’t 
right as far as our fiscal 
authority is concerned. Until 
they approve it, we can’t 
move on it.” 

Ryscavage noted that, 
even though the funds were 
being made available by the 
state, “considerable expense” 
would still be incurred at the 
local level for the project.

Apnl 18-24 is National 
Volunteer Week, and I want 
to take this occasion to pub- 
licly thank the people | be- 
heve are among the most 
dedicated volunteers in our 
community, the volunteers 
of Hospice of Garrett Coun- 
ty. 

Most people know that 
hospice provides a very spe- 
cial kind of care for term:- 
nally ill persons and their 
families. But it’s less known 
that if it were not for volun- 
teers, our hospice could 
barely function. 

Hospice uses a team ap- 
proach to care for dying per- 
sons. A team typically in- 
cludes a physician, a nurse, 
acounselor, a member of the 
clergy, and an aide. While 
our hospice employs paid 
personnel, we also rely on 
volunteers to provide assis- 
tance at all levels of skill. 
Most of our volunteers work 
on these teams directly as- 
sisting patients, but others 
help out in our office and do 
such things as provide trans- 
portation for patients. 

Nationally, almost 70,000 
of the total of about 90,000 
hospice workers are volun- 
teers, and last year, they gave 
well over five million hours 
of their precious spare time 
to serve the dying and their 
families! That's five million 
points of hght! 

Locally, over 100 persons 
donated their service to our 
community hospice during 
the last year. 

Volunteers are required 
to undergo a two-day train- 
ing session on various skills 
and are required to attend 
in-services throughout the 
year. 

Often the most important 
thing our volunteers can do 
1s just “be there” for patients, 
to reassure them they are 
not alone, to hold a hand, to 
offer a smile, or to share a 
“goodcry.”

Potomac Edison 
Releases Kite 
Flying Warming 

As the days get longer 
and warmer, chiklren will be 
heading outside to fly kites 
in the spring breezes, and 
Potomac Edison Company 
says it is important for chil- 
dren to keep electrical safety 
rules in mind when playing 
out-of-doors. 

Nancy Neff, Western 
Division manager for Poto- 
mac Edison, reminds chil- 
dren of all ages to fly kites, 
mode] airplanes, or other 
toys in wide, open fields, 
away from overhead power 
lines. Ms. Neff also warns 


that if kites accidently get 
tangled in the lines, children 
should leave them alone and 
not try to pull them down. 

"Children whose toys get 
tangled in Potomac Edison’s 
power lines should ask their 
parents to contact us for 
assistance,” she said. "No one 
should try to retrieve a kite 
or model airplane from pow- 
er lines. This can be ex- 
tremely dangerous. 

“When making kites, it is 
important for children to 
remember to use paper and 
string, not metallic materials 
such as tinsel or wire that 
could serve as conductors for 
electricity,” added Ms. Neff, 
“Kites should be flown on 
sunny days, not in rainy 


weather, because a wet kit 
and string become conduc- 
tors for electricity during a 
thunderstorm.” 

Children might also en- 
counter some potentially 
dangerous situations while 
exploring their neighborhood 
during the warmer days 
ahead, she added 

“Summer storms can 
knock down tree limbs onto 
power lines, causing them to 
fall to the ground. Children 
should stay away from fallen 
power lines and never, ever 
touch them, even if they 
seem harmless,” she said. 

Ms. Neff added that chil- 
dren finding downed power 
lines should notify an adult, 
who can call Potomac Edi- 


son. Children should also 
stay far away from electric 
power line structures, sub- 
stations and transformers for 
underground service. Also, 
they shoukl uae care when 
handling ladders or pool- 
cleaning equipment near 
overhead lines. 

“Electricity ia very powec- 
ful and can make our lives 
more enjoyable. But, when 
care is not taken, electricity 
can also be dangerous,” Ms. 
Neff said. “We promote elec- 
tric safety through a variety 
of programs at Potomac 
Edison to ensure that our 
customers stay safe. When 
school is out, children have 
more time outdoors and 
should be very careful to 
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stay clear of electrical facili- 
ties. We urge parents to 
remind their children of the 
importance of using wise 
safety rules when near elec- 
tricity throughout the year.”

As I write, the 1993 Super 
Bowl 18 only a few hours away 
By the time you read this, it will 
have become history. And I for 
one am tempted to say. “Thank 

jod' * 

I have always loved but not 
excelled at sports. When I was 
a junior in high school | was 
hired by the local daily newspa- 
per to write a regular sports 
column and I partially worked 
my way through college and 
seminary writing sports. | was 
then and still am a sporta fan 
and, more specifically, a Dallas 
Cowboys fan 

But this past week, I have 
been tempted to say, Enough’: 
let's get this thing over with, It 
is, after all, justagame.. agreal 
game, perhaps, but stillagame 
On Monday, when the final 
score has been posted (in favor 
of the Cowboys, I hope’), there 
will be other headlines that will 
not have gone away by virtue of 
a Super Bowl victory: there will 
sull be war, famine and con- 
flict 

THE SECOND COMING 

During theses past few 
weeks the newspapers, radio 
and television have virtually 
identified the Super Bowl with 
the Second Coming. It isn't. It 
wasn't. I never can be. Karl 
Marx defined religion as "the 
opiate of the people.” He was 
wrong: In today's world sports, 
entertainment and material 
things are the opiate of the 
people If one-fourth of the en- 
ergy and attention given these 
last few weeks to the Super 
Bow! had been devoted to solv- 
ing some of the massive prob- 
lems that face us, perhaps | 
wouldn't be feeling so frus- 
trated. 

The Bible is one long story of 
people looking to things to give 
them the peace and power that 





things ‘nomatter how wonder 
ful and beautiful: can never 
bestow Inthe Old Teatament it 
was the recurring fascination 
of Israel, first with idols and 
then with military hardware 
Again and again, through his 
prophets, Gad called hia people 
to find their hungers and thireta 
asauaged by the intangible 
things of the spirit. But even 
when they seemed to hear the 
message, they often settled for 
some thing lesa...and eventu 
ally felt unfulfilled 

leaus knew we have certain 
physical needs and in hia model 
prayer, he taught ua to pray 
“Give us this day our daily 
bread." In John 6, when a mul- 
titude followed Jesus tothe Sea 
of Galilee, he knew these people 
would have to be fed and the 
story of the feeding of the 5,000 
is the meeting of that need. 
Getting daily bread in those 
days was no small feat. Today, 
we'd probably sniff at a church 
luncheon of five barley loaves 
and few fish--and a local news- 
paper critic would probably give 
it a bad review, noting “the 
servings were small and the 
service was unprofessional"” 

PERISHABLE FOOD 

But Jesus is disturbed be- 
cause people are focusing on 
the physical instead of spiri- 
tual dimensions. "Do not labor 
for the food which perishes, but 
for the food which endures to 
eternal life" (6:27) Even the 
manna, which was given to Is- 
rael in the desert, although it 
came from God, could not sat- 
isfy the true human hunger 
"Your lathers ate the manna in 
the wilderness, and they died 

This is the bread which comes 
down from heaven, that a man 
may eat of it and not die. | am 
the living bread...” 

Once again, some of them 
misunderstood him literally: 
"How can this man give us hia 
flesh to eat?” Always looking 
for a material thing, they miss 
the spiritual reality Nothing in 
this world brings us satisfac- 
tion or nourishment that 
lasta ..not. even the World Se- 
ries and Super Bowls We are 
meant toenjoy then: but briefly. 
Only the bread which Christ 
offers us. Himself, can endure 
throughout this life and into 
eternity 

And now, if you'll excuse 
me, I've got to get ready for the 
Super Bowl

“If this is the year of the 
woman, what's next year” The 
year of the Nike?” jokes Reed. 
who would seem to be in an en- 
viable position, having had a 
Starring role in a movie block- 
buster an Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger movie blockbuster 
“Kindergarten Cop” (1990) 

*I just go from job to job.” 
she corrects “I don't have the 
problem of only making $3 
million a movie. Even though I 
understand fundamentally as 
a feminist what that issue is 
all about (top actors earn mil 
lions more than top actresses), 
sometimes the analogy is a bit 
much for me I just think that 
women especially women 
over 35 have to really look 
for the good roles and hope to 
God that they get the opportu- 
nity to play some of them.

Fox Butter- 
field (played by Michael Mor- 
larty), have when their daugh- 
ter Emily ts born three months 
prematurely 

“Certain things stay with 
you all your life about every 
job.” says Reed. “But this film 
is different. It's something 
that will never leave me 
ever. I will never go into a hos- 
pital and be unaware of what 
the neo-natal unit of the hospi- 
tal is and what goes on there.” 

But why ts it that roles like 
this one come along so rarely? 
And why, when they do, are 
they invariably on television”

And I know lots of 
writers who have told me that 
they have written movies for 
female leads and women 35 to 
40 And it’s always either 
make her a lot younger’ or 
make it a man. Usually, it's

“I'd rather be the one who 
says the funny stuff and 
doesn't have to cry,” she says 
“At this stage of my life. give 
me the nice dress and the 
quick line. But after what we 
talked about.

“Lifesense.” a fascinating 
three-hour special premiering 
Sunday. April 25, on A&E, 
turns the traditional nature 


documentary inside out In- 
stead of examining the ani- 
mals whose lives intersect 
with ours, it imagines how we 
must seem to them. using an 
array of special effects and 
film techniques It may sound 
a little gimmicky, but “Life- 
sense” Is a serious examina- 
tion of animal behavior — and 
our behavior toward animals 
We learn why moths fly into 
lamps. why cats invariably 
gravitate to the one person in 
the room who cant stand cats. 
that New York City can sup- 
port more falcons than an 
equivalent tract of open land 
can and that cockroaches pro- 
cess information 10 times fast- 
er than humans do We see ani- 
mals as entrepreneurs of 
survival, many of whom. con- 
trary to cliche. have been far 
more adaptable to us than we 
to them 
Along the way. it argues for 
a re-examination of our atti- 
tudes toward animals. espe- 
cially domesticated ones. By 
contrasting how pigs are 
raised in Papua New Guinea 
with the unthinking cruelty ex- 
acted on swine in modern agri- 
business. “Lifesense” bares the 
Western contempt for animals 
as we become increasingly re- 
mote from our sources of food 
It makes what to us is an irre- 
futable case — not for a senti- 
mental quasi-adoration of ani- 
mals. but to give to them 
something that they offer all 
living things. including our- 
selves simple respect 
Engrossing and provoca- 
tive. “Lifesense” has made us 
think again about what has al- 
ways been our favorite riddle 
If humans are at the top of the

blocks to show for his efforts 

But this year it has been dif- 
ferent The off nights have 
been infrequent. and the 
Knicks are challenging for a 
title Perhaps it was Pat Ril- 
ey s up-front insistence that 
the Knicks need Ewing to show 
up big every night in order for 
the team to reach the top Or 
perhaps Ewing has just found 
the drive within himself 

Whichever. if Ewing is able 
to carry it into the playoffs, 
there is no limit to how far he 
and the Knicks can go 

On Sunday. April 25. Ewing 
and the Knicks host the Chica- 
go Bulls in the first game of a 
doubleheader on NBC (The

Library Network 


Libraries are no longer 
just books and magazines on 
a shelf, as computers have 
expanded the "information 
world.” Through the touch of 
a keyboard, an individual 
can access library resources 
worldwide. Today's health 
professionals are benefitting 
from the growth of electroni- 
cally accessible libraries. In 
the western Maryland region 
there is a computer linked 
network serving health care 
practitioners. 

A consortium of 19 facili- 
ties, coordinated by the Wes- 





tern Maryland Area Health 
Education Center (AIFIEC), 
has obtained the equipment 
and training to access world- 
wide networks of medical 
information as well as share 
information regionally. The 
consortium includes hospi- 
tals, community health cen- 
ters, academic institutions, 
and public libraries in Marv- 
land, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. This technolo- 
gy Means access to more 
sources of information and 
quicker delivery of informa- 
tion to the patron. Rural 
health care consumers bene- 
fit because health profession- 
als obtain the most up-to- 
date medical information, 
according to an AHEC

The Garrett County 
Health Department and 
Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital are among the 19 
participating facilities. 

"The importance of health 
information to quality pa- 
tient care is recognized by 
both health professionals 
and health care organiza- 
tions,” the spokesman said. 
This consortium was devel- 
oped with the help of a grant 
to the Western Maryland 
AHEC from the National 
Library of Medicine. As a 
community health profes- 
sional development organiza- 
tion, the Western Maryland 
AHEC coordinated meetings 
of area librarians and health 
professionals to develop the 
application for the network 
proposal. The consortium is 
nicknamed ACTION which 
is short for Access Computer 
Technology Information 
Outreach Network. 

Computer systems at each 
of the 19 facilities allow 
patrons to dia] into databas- 
es to search for journal arti- 
cles on particular health 
subjects. The computer then 
identifies the library which 
has the journal and trans- 
mits the request for the 
article to the library. Also, 
each consortium member is 
able to access the resources 
of the National Network of 
Libraries of Medicine, which 
is an international network 
of health sciences libraries 
coordinated by the National 
Library of Medicine in Be- 
thesda. 

Most often, the system is 
used by health professionals 
at their affiliated hospital or 
health center. They also can 
search the databases for 
their office computers using 
Grateful Med software pro- 
duced by the National Li- 
brary of Medicine (NLM). 
They then request articles 
through one ofi the consor- 
tium members. "Being able 
to obtain the latest informa- 
tion on research and ad- 
vancements in health care 
improves patient care,” the 
AHEC spokesman said. 

ACTION services also are 
used by students enrolled in 
allied health and health 
professional education pro- 
grams. The Allegany County 
Public Library on Washing- 
ton Street in Cumberland 
and the Allegany Communi- 
ty College Library are the 
two places that community 
residents can go to request 
information through the 
consortium network.

Somerset Rural 
Elec. Co. Notes 
Rate Increase 


Electric bills of members 
of Somerset Rural Electric 
Cooperative will increase in 
June, according to new rate 
schedules that have been 
filed with the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration. 

The new rates will in- 
crease the Cooperative’s 
annual revenue by approxi- 
mately 4'% percent, in 
comparison with calendar 
year 1992. Depending on the 
monthly level of usage, the 
increase for residential mem- 
bers may be very small when 
compared with recent 
months when a $5 additional 
Customer Charge was added 
to members’ monthly bills. 

In announcing the rate 
increase, Harold E. Nichol- 
son, general manager, also 
announced that the special 
$5 charge, which was adopt- 
ed last August, will be elimi- 
nated. Residential members 
will see an increase of $9 in 
the monthly Customer 
Charge and an increase of: 
three-tenths ofa cent in the 
energy charge per kilowatt 
hour. 

For the average Coopera- 
tive residential member- 
consumer, which uses 840 
kilowatt hours per month, 
the increase will be less than 
one percent if the $5 special 
charge is included in com- 
paring present rates with the 
new rates. However, without 
the special charge factored 
in, the rate to rate increase 
will be seven percent per 
month. 

"The last change in the 
Cooperative’s rate schedules 


was in 1986,” Nicholson 
explained. “We have exhaust- 
ed all other avenues to keep 
our service goals and meet 
the financial requirements 
that are required by our 
mortgage holders.” 

“The past winter season 
renewed in all of us a keen 
awareness of how important 
it is to maintain good rights- 
of-way and distribution pow- 
er lines,” he emphasized, 
“and also to have a trained 
and competent work force to 
respond to outage situations 
especially in extreme weath- 
er conditions.” 

Last year of 74 percent of 
the Cooperative’s revenues 
from rates was spent to 
purchase wholesale power, 
Nicholson said. The remain- 
ing 26 percent is used to pay 
for actual operations, making 
principal and interest pay- 
ments on the long-term debt, 
and payment of taxes. 

Nicholson commented 
further, "I believe the Co- 
operative’s record of not 
raising rates for the past 
seven years, despite minimal 
annual increases in sales and 
continued inflation, speaks 
well for our continued con- 
cern for costs and our desire 
to operate more efficiently. 

"If members have ques- 
tions,” Nicholson said, “we 
hope they will visit our of- 
fice, write or phone us. We 
will try to answer all inqui- 
ries. We also will continue to 
work hard to keep rates 
down.”

Spring Fieldwork 
Active In State 


Dunng the week ending 
April 18, Maryland farmers 
were able to make good 
progress toward preparation 
of fields or actual planting of 
crops. Fruit bloom and 
plantings of potatoes and 
green peas were well behind 
normal 

An average of 3.4 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
durngthe week ending Apnl 
18, according to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Statistics 
Service. Across the state, 10 
percent of the topsoil had 
adequate moisture, while 90 
percent had surplus mois- 
ture. Subsoil moisture was 
adequate in 15 percent of 
Marvland, while 85 percent 
had surplus moisture. 

Field preparation was be- 
hind normal with only about 
14 percent completed. East- 
ern Shore farmers had four 
days suitable while west of 
the Bay about two days were 
available. Pasturesandcattle 
were in excellent condition, 
with adequate hay supplies 
and pastures developing 
nicely. Small graing were in 
fairtomostly good condition. 
Some farmers were still un- 
able to apply spring fertil- 
izer. Plantings of green peas 
and potatoes made rapid 
progress, both now nearly 50 
percent planted, but behind 
normal progress.

Beet Seed—Germination Problem 

Why do only half of the beet seeds planted germinate? 
The most probable cause of poor beet germination is soil 
crusting. Crusting occurs when the soil bed 1s worked too 
finely. When it raina the evaporated water leaves behind a 
hard packed soil layer on the surface that seedlings cannot 
penetrate. Beet seedlings are especially weak so they can't 
break through crusted soi] as readily as a bean seedling can. 
To prevent crusting leave the soil slightly coarse (about the 
size of peas) and cover the bed with a thin layer of sawdust 
or mulch. 

Beet seedlings also need a constant supply of moisture 
throughout germination Any drying of the soil during this 
time prevents the seed from sprouting. Soak seeds overnight 
before planting to get a jump on germination. 

Controlling "Black Rot" on Grapes 

Are you having problems with your grapes rotting before 
they ripen? Chances are that your grapes have the fungus 
disease called “black rot.“ Thisone fungus can cause the fruit 
to rot before it begins to color. This black rot fungus attacks 
the leaves, shoots, tendrils, canes, blossoms, and fruit, but 
the disease does not attract much attention unti] mid- 
summer, when the nearly half-grown grapes begin to rot. 
When you see the symptoms it's too late to save your grapes 
Usually about two weeks elapse between the time of infec- 
tion and the appearance of symptoms. Normally, black rot of 
grapes can be effectively prevented with six to eight applica- 
tions of a good fungicide such as Ferbam or one of those 
general purpose “home fruit" or “home orchard” sprays 
applied between the "new shoot” stage and just before 
harvest. It is very important that you prune off and remove 
all infected parts, including dried rotten fruit clusters, 
during the dormant pruning of your grapes to reduce the 
chances of this disease recurring next year 

Hints For The Home Gardner 

*When the spring ia very wet and the soil ia too 
muddy to work, try planting your seed potatoes on top of 
the ground. Lay the cut seed flat on top of the wet earth 
with the eye up, spaced in rows 24 inches apart and 12 
inches apart in the row. Then cover them with 8 inches of 
oak leaves and water the leaves heavily enough to pack 
them so they won't blow off. This method saves digging a 
planting furrow, hilling, and digging up the potatoes. Just 
pull back the leaves and there they are, nice and clean 
and not sunburned. 

*Wild greens are often best in early spring when their 
flavor ia mld. Common weeds that are edible include: 
pigweed, mustard, purslane, lambs quarter and dandelion 
greens. 

“When the weather is wet and cold, allow about twice 
the germination time listed on the seed packet. If there 
are no signs of growth after this time, dig around a little 
to check for sprouting seeds. If you find no signa of life, 
the seed has probably rotted and you will need to replant. 

*When planning your vegetable garden, conaider that 
leafy vegetables need at least ax hours of sunlight in order 
to develop properly. Fruiting vegetables such as tomatoes, 
squash, eggplant, and peppers need ten hours of full sun- 
light. 

r *For easier watering of tomatoes and other large veg- 
etables, plant a gallon milk jug with holes punched in the 
bottom nearby the plant. Watering through the jug keeps 
the water off the top of the ground and puts it near the roots 
where it 13 needed. 

*Swias chard is a soft-textured, milk-flavored green. It 
will give repeated harvests all summer because it does not 
bolt and go to seed in hot weather

“The general public can- 
not have access to the 
records directly,” Maslyn 
said. “They can, however, 
get access to the aggregate 
information that may be 
compiled from the state.” 

Farm Bureau has felt it 
is in farmers’ interests, 
short term and long term, 
tosupport thisrequirement. 
Most farmers have been 
keeping records anyway, he 
said. 

“We've had a number of 
questions over the years 
about food safety, water 
quality, farmerliability, and 
for all of those reasons it’s 
prudent that the farmer 
keep good records,” Maslyn 
said. "Simply from the man- 
agement standpoint it 
makes you a better farmer 
if you keep records of your 
inputs.” 

Failure to comply will 
result in a $500 penalty for 
the first offense and $1,000 
for subsequent violations. 
The state agency that cur- 
rently hasresponsibility for 
enforcing federa) pesticide 
law also will enforce the 
record-keeping regulations. 

The new rule applies 
only to restricted use pesti- 
cides, not general use pesti- 
cides. Application of re- 
stricted use products re- 
quires farnners to complete 
a pesticide applicator train- 
ing program and become 
certified. 

“Most farmers have al- 
ready done that; it’s been 
the law for many years,” 
Maslyn said.

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years ago, but were held up 
by a Bush administration

While limestone is applied primarily to neutralize soil 
acidity, it also serves asa source of essential calcium (Ca) and 
magnesium (Mg). When a soil test indicates the need for 
magnesium, limestone is the most economical way of meet- 
ing that need. The magnesium content of limestone varies 
considerably. Unfortunately, there is no official trade classi- 
fication of limestone according to magnesium content. Local 
classification schemes often create confusion. Therefore, to 
select the proper limestone material, rely on the actual 
megnesium analysis rether than a name (e.g., dolomitic 
lime, high-magnesium lime, or high-calcium lime).

year ago and ia expected to stay above year ago levela for at 
least the next three or four months. There is a wide differ- 
ence of opinion as to when the M-W will peak this year and 


at what level. 


The M-W pnce is higher than what was earlier fore- 
casted. What are the reasons behind stronger milk pricee? 
Much stronger than expected cheese prcea for thia time of 
the year is the major driving force behind higher milk prices. 
Further cheese pmce increases are anticipated. 

There are several factors driving up cheese prices. Ad- 
verse weather last fall and winter has negatively impacted 
milk production for the second leading cheese producer, 
California. Weather related herd health problems has re- 
sulted in heavy culling of milk cowa in California. Replace- 
ments have been purchased to hold up milk production, but 
indications are thatreplacement cow numbere are becoming 


tight 


Feed quality problema has adversely affected milk pro- 
duction in New York and Pennsylvania, another cheese 
producing area. A numher of dairy farm exits are resulting 
declines in milk cow numbers ia holding down milk produc- 
tion in the leading cheeae producing area of Wisconsin and 


Minnesota 


Recognizing these milk production trends, cheese buyers 
have become very aggressive in placing orders. Many wish 
to build inventory before cheese supplies become tighter and 
prices increase. The potential problem here is that once 
inventores are adequate, cheeae orders will trail off. What 
happens then to cheese prices will depend on milk produc- 
tion over the next couple of months and what production 
looks like for the summer. If milk production begine to ahow 
strength, cheese buyers may stop inventory building and 
instead change their strategy to purchasing pnmarily for 
near term needs. A real potential exists for an early peak in 
June and milk prices in July, as they did last year and then

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Progress Being 
Made On County 
911 Enhancement 


Garrett County Director 
of General Services F. Gary 
Mullich reported to the 
Garrett County Commiasion- 
ers that work on the 
county’s conversion to the 
911 enhancement system is 
progressing on schedule, as 
aerial photography is being 
conducted this week by the 
consulting firm of MSAG 
Data, Inc., Orange, Va., in 
preparation for the new 
system. 


Mullich explained that 
the new system would be 
phased in over the next eight 
months “if everything goes 
well.” The county is 
converting to the new 
system as the result of a 
state mandate, and the 
deadline for compliance is 
July 1, 1995, said Mullich. 
He also noted that Allegany 
County is currently in the 
process of developing the 
new system, as is Somerset 
County, Pa. 


The new system is being 
implemented in an effort to 
aid emergency management 
officials in more efficiently 
and accurately identifying 
the location of county 
residences so that rescue 
personnel will be able to 
respond to calls more 
quickly. 


Mullich advised the 
commissioners that an 
addressing ordinance would 
have to be passed to give 
county government the legal 
authority to issue the new 
addresses and to approve 
any new names of roads 
located outside municipali- 
tiee, noting that addresses 
and street names would not 
change within the town 
limits if a review revealed 
that “sound standards” had 
been applied. 

Mullich has requested 
that the county residents 
who were most recently 
affected by address changes 
brought about through the 
authority of the U.S. Postal 
Service be the last ones to be 
affected by any address 
changes that occur from the 
911 enhancement system. 

Individual residents who 
will be affected by possible 
changes in road names will 
be contacted by the consult- 
ing firm with information 
about naming or renaming a 
road, he said, adding that 
persons with post office 
boxes may still use that 
number for some mailing 
purposes. 

Mullich stated that map 
reference books will also be 
produced with map identifier 
numbers

recycling effort, as well as 
plans to upgrade and add to 
the current recycling sites 
throughout the county. 

Thorne reported that 
grants obtained through the 
state will be used to improve 
the sites during the summer 
months to make them "safer 
and more accessible,” and 
that recycling bins will be 
placed at the King’s Run site 
-- the only dumpster site in 
the county without the bins. 

County officials, along 
with others throughout the 
nation, have experienced 
difficulty in finding markets 
for certain of the recylables 
and for storing others until 
they can be transported to 
markets outside the county. 

However, the problems 
are slowly being worked out, 
and Thorne reported that 
the newspapers are being 
utilized by a West Virginia 
farmer; the aluminum and 
steel cans are being taken to 
B&S Scrap; Dove Enterpris- 
es, Inc., is collecting recycla- 
ble cardboard; and a market 
has been found in Keyser, 
W.Va. for glass items. 

Gathering and transport- 
ing the cans was no easy 
matter, according to Thorne, 
who explained that the lids 
of the bins were frequently 
left open, causing rain to 
cover the cans and be frozen

Garett County Memorial Hospital's 
Health Check Program Changes Noted 


Garrett Countv Memorial 
Hospital's Health Check 
Program, which will be of- 
fered to both men and wom- 
en May 3 through June 30, 
has recently been revised to 
include specific tests and 
services that are appropriate 
for age and gender. 

The Health Check Pro- 
gram will now be referred to 
as the “Wellcheck Program” 
in order to “encourage indi- 
viduals to view their doctors 
as part of the health care 
prevention team and to visit 
doctors when they are well 
rather than waiting until a 
problem arises,” according to 
Debora Nichols, Wellness 
Together coordinator for 
Garrett Memorial. 

"Individuals will now 
purchase a Wellcheck that 
denotes tests and services 
appropriate to age and gen- 
der,” explained Nichols. "We 
are implementing this 
change in an effort to curb 
unnecessary testing, but still 
keep appropriate testing 
available ” 

Coupons will be available 
for men and women under 
the age of 50 and men and 
women over the age of 50. 
Testing will include blood 
tests, a complete physical 
exam ‘which includes a PAP 
test and clinical breast exam 
for women), and a hemoccult 
test. Women over the age of 
50 will receive a inammo- 
grain, while men over the 
age of 50 will receive a pros- 
tate cancer test (PSA). 

Two new features are 
included in this year’s Well- 
check Program. Individuals 
will have their blood work 
done prior to the complete 
physical examination "so that 
physicians can have their 
patients’ test results avail- 
able at the time of examina- 
tion,” said Nichols. 

“Another feature of the 
Wellcheck Program includes 
the ‘Special Wellcheck.’ 
These may be purchased 
only with physical recom- 
mendation once the complete 
physical examination 1s per- 
formed,” Nichols said. 

Special Wellchecks are 
only available for purchase 
at Garrett Memorial's Well- 
ness Office located in the 
Community Senwes Center 
locatexl between the hospital 
and the Garrett Medical 
Group 

For residents living in or 
near the Oakland area, Well- 
checks can be purchiased at 
the Wellness Office As a 
convenience to residents 


hving in surrounding com- 
munities, Wellehecks will be 
available for purchase at the 
following locations: Beachy’s 
Pharmacy, Granteville, 
Friendsville Pharmacy, 
Friendsville; Gregg’s Phar- 
macy, Terra Alta, W.Va., and 
Valley View Pharmacy, Da- 
vis, W.Va. 

‘Men and women of all 
ages are encouraged to take 
advantage of this worthwhile 
service,” Nichols said. “By 
visiting their physicians for 
timely check-ups, patients 
may be able to prevent long- 
term medical problems.” 













"The Welleheck Program 
speaks for itaelf,” added Dr 
Margaret Kaiser, Wellness 
advisor. “It’s a very good 
program that enables pa- 
tients to receive appropriate 
screening tests and services.”

Essay Winner... 


Editor's note: Timothy J. Hinebaugh, a junior at 
Northern High School, was the third place state 
winner (for grades 9-12) In the “Maryland You are 
Beautiful” Student Literacy Writing Competition. He 
wrote his winning essay to include many clear-cut 
ideas on programs and resources that are needed to 
Say No to Drugs and Yes to Success’ throughout our 
schools. ‘1 wanted my ideas to be real stuff, not phony 
ideas that I didn't believe in,” he said. 

Hinebaugh, who is active in basketball, football, 
track and the peer counseling program at Northern, 
has been named to the Who's Who of American 
Scholars for two consecutive years. His winning 
essay, written in the form of a letter to his principal, 
Mildred Wuclk, is as follows: 

Dear Miss Wucik: 

As you well know, drug and alcohol abuse in our schools 
is a very realistic and difficult problem to deal with. Many 
methods have been used to reduce substance abuse. 
Assemblies have been held, pamphlets have been passed out, 
and many adults have spoken to students about the dauigers 
of drugs and alcohol. Although these methods are somewhat 
effective, they do not meet the students’ real needs. They 
deal with the obvious problems but do not deal with the 
students on a personal level. 

My solution to drug and alcohol abuse is for the state and 
local levels of government to develop programs that “get 
down to earth and personal” with the students. | have three 
ideas that I believe would be very beneficial in helping to 
reduce abuse in our schools. 

First, a summer camp could be organized to mix both 
straight and drug-and-alcohol-abusing kids together. This 
would allow kids to see both sides of abuse and would enable 
them to work together to fight drugs and alcohol. 

Next, a mandatory one-semester course could be put into 
effect in Maryland's public schools. In this class, students 
would be taught the dangers of drug and alcohol abuse, how 
to deal with these dangers, and how to help friends who 
have given in to peer pressure and have begun drinking or 
taking drugs. ‘Teachers could organize activities and fieid 
trips to show students the reality of substance abuse and the 
pain that it causes. This would be an informal class in which 
students would be free to speak their opinions. 

Finally, programs could be developed that make people 
feel good about not drinking. 

For example, weekly meetings could be established after 
school for students, and support groups could be formed by 
people who in the past were, or who currently, are, involved 
in drug and alcohol abuse. Recreational (basketball, baseball, 
hiking, etc.) and industrial (arts, crafts, etc.) activities could 
be started for interested students as an alternative to going 
out and getting drunk. 

I know it will be a very difficult fight to overcome 
substance abuse. I feel that if these three programs could be 
started, along with other programs already in service, we 
could destroy the threat that drugs and alcohol hold over us. 
If we can come together and work as a team, we will be able 

to end drug and alcohol abuse forever. 


CHILD ABUSE PREVENTION MONTH

Have You Hugged Your Child Today? Do You Need 
A Hug Today?

The National Association for the Education of Young 
Children and the Western Maryland Association for the 
Education of Young Children recently declared that the week 
of April 18-24 was The Week of the Young Child, as part of 
Child Abuse Prevention Month. 

The purpose of the Week of the Young Child was to 
spotlight the needs of young children and their families, and 
the programs and services which can help them meet those 
needs. 

The following are a list of suggestions that were 
presented m observance of the week: 

* Think of special ways to enjoy your children. Take a 
walk together, Sit down and read a book. Find out what 
your child's been watching on TV and what he likes about 
it. Talk about something fun you did together last week. 
Plan a picnic, or a trip to the lake, or another favorite place 

* Find ways for your child to share play-time with other 
kids. Visit another family so the children can play together 
and adults can talk, too. Invite another child on a trip to the 
library or a bike ride. 

* Visit your child’s school or child care program in the 
middle of the day. Get to know the teachers or provider a 
little better. 

* Offer to plan an activity for the classroom or child care 
program. For example, prepare a short, hands-on activity for 
the children about your job. 

* Do something new and different for yourself and your 
kids. Being a parent is a hard job. It’s even harder if you feel 
all alone in it. Join or start a parent support group. 

Parenting is a very stressful job, and parent support 
groups can help you cope with some of that stress 

Most parents involved in incidents of abuse or neglect of 
children love their kids very much, but don’t have the coping 
skills to manage stressful parenting situations. Parent 
support groups can give you ideas for coping with difficult 
situations.

If you can't find a group which focuses on a topic that’s 
important to you, think about starting your own. Garrett 
County Community College often sponsors parenting classes 
for the general public. You may find other interested parents 
there. 

If the topic you want to talk about 1s one that parents of 
school age chikiren would be interested in, ask your local 
PTA to help you get started. If you want to talk about 
children with special needs, the professionals who helped to 
diagnose your child may know other parents you can talk to. 

Parenting may be the most difficult job in the work. 
Most of us who are parents didn't know how difficult it 
would be when we decided to take the job. Now you know 
Find waya to make the job easier Find other parents to talk 
to 

And most important of all, find ways, every day, to enjoy 
your kids

Automated Phone 
Tips Relayed To 
Public By GCC 


Because there have been 
a number of questions and 
concerns expressed about the 
new automated telephone 
system at Garrett Communi- 
ty College, the college has 
relayed the following tips for 
people to remember when 
calling. 

From touch-tone phones: 

1. Make certain you have 
your touch-tone phone set 
on “tone,” not on “pulse.” 

2. If you know the 
number of the person you 
wish to reach, dial it directly. 

3. If you do not know the 
direct dial number, dial 387- 
3000 and wait for an answer 
Press "1," then dial the first 
four letters of the last name 
of the person you wish to 
reach. If you do not know 
the name of the person, 
press “0,” and an operator 
will answer. Ask for the 
direct dial number and make 
a note of it while the 


operator connects your call. 

4. If the person you are 
trying to reach does not 
answer, leave your name, 
phone number, and a brief 
message in the “voice mail 
box.” 

From rotary phones: 

1. If you are using a rota- 
ty phone and do not know 
the direct dial extension of 
the person you wish to 
reach, dial 387-3000 and 
wait until the operator an- 
swers. Ask for the direct 
number for future reference 
while the operator connects 
your call. 

After-business hours: 
(After 4:30 p.m. and week- 
ends) 

Because there are no 
“live” operators on duty after 
4:30 p.m., you must either 
know the direct dial number 
of the person you are calling 
or stay on the line until you

into one solid mass. The 
county was responsible for 
bringing heaters to the sites 
in order to thaw the cans so 
they would be accepted by 
the scrap company. 

The cans — particularly 
the aluminum ones -- 
present another problem 
because they are frequently 
stolen from the containers. 
The problem here, said 
Thorne, is that it causes the 
count to be inaccurate. The 
state mandates that the 
county recycle 15% of its 
solid waste stream by Janu- 
ary 1, 1994. Thorne did

indicate, however, that coun- 
ty government has contract- 
ed for bars to be welded 
across the openings so that, 
once the materials are placed 
inside, they cannot be taken 
out. 

"A lot of recycling is being 
done out there,” said Thorne,

for it.” 

Thorne faces another 
hindrance in attempting to 
provide accurate reports to 
the state because of the 
difficulty in obtaining counts 
from individual farmers who 
use newspapers for animal 
bedding purposes. 

Currently, glass items are 
also a problem because the 
county has no way of storing 
the itenff in sufficient quan- 
tity before they are trucked 
to Keyser. County officials 
are searching for a storage 
site, however, and a few 
buildings have been identi- 
fied as possibilities. Even 
though plans call for a stor- 
age facility to be built at the 









































new landfill site, “the county 
commissioners asked that 
something be done in the 
meantime,” said Thorne 

Large household applianc- 
es, commonly referred to as 
white goods, are also being 
recycled, said Thorne, noting 
that they are being taken 
from the present county 
landfill site to B&S Scrap. 
State funding is expected to 
cover the cost of removing 
freon from the appliances in 
the future. 

Tires are another item 
the county is faced with 
disposing of properly since 
the state has mandated that 
no more tires be accepted at 
the landfill after January 1. 
“We're trying to get help 
from the state in finding 
markets for the tires,” 
Thorne stated 

He also noted that two 
sites exist in the county for 
the recycling of anti-freeze 
and oil -- one at the Round 
Glade landfill and one in the 
town of Accident. “Actually, 
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anti-freeze is much more 
toxic than oil, partly because 
it mixes with water and oil 
doesn’t,” he said 

Finally, Thorne reportea 
that the county commission 
ers are currently advertising 
for a solid waste manager for 
the county, and that consid 
eration is being given to 
manning the sites so that 
scavenging would be kept to

anyone inside. (If Icould hear 
voices, I surely would have 
heard a knock, had there 
been one!).

When the car pulled out, | 
saw that it was the town 
(Oakland) police car. I then 
went out, and found that the 
dog was missing. 

My daughter contacted 
the police to see if they knew 
anything about Lady. The 
officer told her that Mrs. 
Clark, from the Humane 
Society, had taken our dog 
into custody until she could 
be seen by a vet -- “because 
we were starving her to 
death!” 

Lady had been back out- 
side for only 10 days; and she 
was being fed and cared for—in 
spite of how she looked! That 
was not of our doing! 

She had been missing 
from February 14 to March 
22, when she returned in a 
very starved and run-down 
condition. 

We had called the animal 
shelter, and the Oakland 
Police Dept. when we discov- 
ered she was missing. And 
when our other dog, Hobo, 
got outside and wandered 
away on March 18, and we 
called the pound to check 
about him, the girl there 
asked if we had gotten Lady 
back. We told her no, she still 
was missing. 

Lady was taken to the 
Pineview Veterinarian Hos- 
pital immediately after she 
returned, where she spent 
two days. After examining 
her, Dr. Jenkinssaidshe was 
in good health--except for the 
weight loss: 20 pounds! And 
he sent her home. 

After she came home, she 
could not keep down any- 
thing she ate, but would re- 
gurgitate her food within a 
few minutes after eating. Dr. 
Jenkins said to try her on 
dry dog food--the canned 
might be too rich. We did, 


but what little she ate of that 
also came back up. 

Forthe first week or so, all 
she kept down was water, 
and milk; no doubt resulting 
in further loss of weight dur- 
ing her initial days at home! 

Except for walks, she was 
kept inside then, due to the 
cold weather, her weakened 
condition; and the frequency 
of feedings she required. 

After the second week, she 
was retaining her food, and 
was feeling better; and the 
weather was warmer, 80 we 
put her back outside. 

Two days after we re- 
turned Lady toher doghouse, 
Nancy Helbig, from the Hu- 
mane Society, came by, very 
upset about the condition of 
the dog (we were also upset 
by Lady's condition!). 

She wouldn't listen when 

another of my daughters 
tried to explain the situa- 
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tion; but after later talking 
with my aon-in-law, and still 
later, with me, she seemed 
more understanding and 
amicable 

She did suggest that we 
move the doghouse, which 
we were planning to do. 

We had heard no more 
from Mrs. Helbig, or any 
other member of this fine 
organization, until after Lady 
was taken--and then, only 
through the Police Depart- 
ment when we inquired 
about her. No one from the 
Society called us until we 
called Mrs. Clark, and she 
finally returned our call 

Coincidentally, Lady’s re- 
moval came just after we had 
notified alocal woman, whose 
sister works with the Hu- 
mane Society, to remove her 
dogs from another property 
which we own. 

This woman had asked to 
put her dogs there “tempo- 
rarily” until she could find a 
place for them. That waslast 
September--and, at thiswrit- 
ing, they still are occupying 
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our yard! 

We want to put our own 
dogs there, where they will 
have more space, and qul- 
eter surroundings 

It seems to me that the 
Humane Society could bet- 
ter utilize its time and en- 


ergy to help find homes for 
these three about-to-be-dia- 
placed dogs, and others in 
the same (or worse!) fix, 
rather than taking one that 
has a place and is being fed 
and cared for; and that they 
should get the facta instead 
of jumping to wrong conclu- 
sions. 

Since the Humane Soci- 
ety knew why the dog was so 
thin, their action in remov- 
ing Lady from her home 
seems high-handed and pre- 
sumptuous. An abuse of 
power -if you will! 

We feel we are being un- 
justly harassed in this mat- 
ter and want our dog re- 
turned to us immediately!

So, no matter how spiritual 
enchantment oocurs inourlives, 
you can be assured that It is 
almost always preceded by 
some kind of mundane prepa 
ration, conscious or uncon 
scious The Holy Spirit very 
often only comes when we have 
first prepared ourselves with a 
baptism of water I am speak 
ing figuratively, of course. 1 do 
not mean actual water muat 
precede the Holy Spirit, but 
what water symbolizes, peni- 
tent preparation and receptiv- 
ity. According to the Baptist, 
this was his mission, to prepare 
people for the coming of Christ 
and the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit. "I myself did not know 
him," said John, "but for this I 
came baptizing with water, that 
he might be revealed to 
Israel.. he who baptizes with 
the Holy Spirit" (John 1:31 ,33b). 
(Also, I am using Holy Spirit 
“baptism” in ita broader his- 
torical and orthodox Christian 
connotation, rather than in the 
More current and narrow “char- 
ismatic” sense) 
PREPARE THE WAY 
You and I cannot give some- 
one the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, but we can help them to 
prepare to receive the Christ 
into their hearts and lives and 
the Huiy Spirit follows. Just as 
John was sent to prepare people 
for Jesus, 80 we are sent by God 
to do the very same thing. even 
though our methods may con- 
siderably differ John came 
preaching in the wilderness: 
moat of us will need instead to 
witness in the marketplace 
Whatever we do and however 
we do it, our purpose is the 
same as his: “that he might be 
revealed..." John's confession is 
as timely today for us as it was 
inhisownday: "And Ihave seen 
and have borne witness that 
this is the Son of God" (1:34). 
That's all we are called to do 
and that's all we can do If we 
“prepare the way,” it is up to 
God how to use our efforts for 
his purpose. He sends the Holy 
Spirit into people's lives and 
hearts.

These days, she rarely 
watches her old movies. “I just 
don't want to watch anybody 
who was that thin.” she laughs 
“Especially when I was that 
thin and didn't even think 
about it.” 

She does admit to one excep- 
tion. “There was a film that 
Paul (her husband, Paul New- 
man) and I did several years 
ago called "A New Kind of

(Woodward participated 
as a representative of the 
Scott Newman Center, a fam- 
tly memorial for her stepson.) 
“From that conference came a 
desire on everybody's part to 
do something specific 1 
thought that the best thing I 
could do was to do what I do 
to act insomething but I 
wanted it to be a piece that 
would work as a theater piece

Putting that kind of project 
together. she discovered, ts 
easier said than done 

“We had three entirely dif-

National Soil Stewardship Week 


For centuries, men and 
women have offered humble 
thanks to God for the price- 
less gifts of soil. water, air 
and sunshine which make 
all living things possible 
This gratitude by religious 
people has been expressed 
iInmany Wwaysover the years 
but in allits formsthere has 
been a continuing thread of 
emphasis on the wondruus 
powers of the Almighty to 
create and to heal 

The world as we know it 
could not exist without a 
fruitful agriculture A regu- 
lar harvest is acritical mat- 
ter But nature, like man. is 
erratic.

divine intervention to ease 
the sufferng and restore the 
bounty of the soil 

Inthe United States, the 
decision to set aside a week 
each year to acknowledge 
before God our gratitude for 
His gifts of soil and all the 
bountiful resources assoc- 
ated with it has met an evi- 
dent need of a great many 
peopie 

The week -- known as 
Soil Stewardship Week -- 
has become a special time to 
remind all people that these 
gifts of the Creator warrant 
their best in creative con- 
servation and considerate 
management 

In parts of the South 
earlier in this century, a 
few churches and their con- 
gregations began to set aside 
the fifth Sunday after Eas- 
ter as Soil and Soul Sunday 
Subsequently. this designa 
tion was changed to Soil 
Stewardship Sunday when. 
in 1946, the publishers of 
Farm and Ranch magazine 
took an initiative They sug- 
gested to religious leaders 
in a number of southern 
States that one Sunday be 
set aside each year as time 
for a special reminder tothe 
men and women of their 
congregations about the 
ethical obligations of all 
people to serve as respon- 
sible stewards of the land 

The response of clergy- 
men and laymen was so 
warm and widespread that 
observance of Soil Steward- 
ship Sunday spread steadily 
to additional churches and 
additional states In 1954, 
the publishers of the maga- 
zine (circulated primarily in 
the South) suggested to the 
officers of the National As- 
sociation of Conservation 
Districts that a still wider 
observance of Soil Steward- 
ship Sunday could aid sig- 
nificantly in bringing about 
a national awakening and 
recognition of man’s duties 
as stewards of the earth 


Tohelp achieve this goal, 
the publishers offered to 
transfer their limited spon 
sorship of Soil Stewardship 
Sunday to the Association, 
which represents some 
3,000 local conservation dis- 
trict organizations in all the 
states and territories of the 
nation The NACD accepted 
and. beginning in 1955, 
undertook to foster the ob- 
servance on a nationwide 
basis 

A year later, recogniz- 
ing possible conflicts with 
Rural Life Sunday and other 
events often observed on 
church calendars, Soil Stew- 
ardship Sunday was 
changed to Soil Stewardship 
Week -- beginning always 
with the fifth Sunday after 
Easter and continuing 
through the sixth The 
change provided a helpful 
latitude in church timing 
for the observance. 

Init stewardship efforts, 
the association has been 
guided by a Soil Steward- 
ship Advisory Committee of 
clergymen representing a 
number of the nation’s ma- 
jor religiousdenominations 
Many other church leaders 
have provided notable as- 
sistance. Officers and mem- 
bers of the NACD Ladies 
Auxilary have been par 
ticularly helpful, as have 
members of several cooper- 
ating farm and conserva- 
tion organizations. 

The Soil Stewardship 
Week observance, by its 
very nature, is one to be 
joined in by everyone who 
shares a sense of personal 
responsibility under (jod for 
the care of soil, water and 
the other vital elements 
making up our environ- 
ment. The prime concern of 
conservation districts, along 
with thousands of involved 
clergymen and laymen, 1s 
to encourage an ever-grow- 
ing participation by Amer- 
cans in this annual recogni- 
tion of the continuing im-

Education Has 
Improved Progress 
Of Conservation 


America’s farmers are re- 
ducing soil erosion and have 
become more efficient in their 
use of crop-protection chem1- 
cals. They also are increasing 
the use of conservation tillage 
as they make steady progress 
toward full conservation com- 
phance, the Amencan Farm 
Bureau Federation told a 
T louse Agnculture sulicommit- 
tee Wednesday. 

Durmng a hearing on the 
Site-Specific Agricultural 
Resource Management Act 
of 1993 (H.R. 14-10), AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner 
cited agriculture’s onguing 
conservation progress 
through “education, not 
regulation.” 

Last year, Farm Bureau 
projected the percentage of 
conservation comphance pro- 
gram acres fully imple- 
mented by 1993 would be 


57.6 percent. The Soil Con- 
servation Service's recent 
data indicates farmers are 
just shghtly ahead of that 
pace, at 58 percent of acres 
fully implemented 

Kleckner warned, how- 
ever, of the need for increased 
educational, technical and 
cost-share assistance in ad- 
dition to plan flexibility to 
help farmers reach total com- 
pliance by 1995. 

“We frankly have a con- 
cernthatto burden SCS with 
the additional load of devel- 
oping single comprehensive 
plans for agncultural land 
users during 1994 (as called 
for m H.R. 1440) is simple 
asking more than ishumanly 
possible in the time allotted,” 
Kleckner said 

“We strongly support the 
idea of SCS being the lead 
agency in conservation ac- 
tivities affecting agriculture 
The most technically quali- 
fied people to develop com- 
prehensive plans and to de- 
termine compliance work for 
SCS,” he said. “Unfortu- 
nately, having SCS do both 
jobs will be perceived as im- 
proper by some people--SCS 
should not be asked to be 
both an enforcer and ayudge ” 

Tostrengthen the system, 
Farm Bureau supports the 
establishment of an impar- 
tial appeals process to re- 
solve disputes between pro- 
ducers and SCS regarding 
the application of conserva- 
tion compliance provisions. 

Another concern about 
H.R 1440, Kleckner said, is 
It requires the agriculture 
secretary to issue regulations 
within 180 days of its pas- 
sage. 

“This 18 too fast to do a 
good job,” Kleckner said “It 
would likely produce a waste 
of resources We need to get 
It as close to nght as we can 
the first time (nw year's time 
would be more appropriate.” 

Despite those concerns, 
Kleckner said H.R 1440con- 
tains many positive features 
But, he encouraged the sub- 
committe+ members to avoid 
unnecessary “mandatory 
and punitive measures * 


According to Kleckner, 
sal erosion has heen reduced 
G0) percent or more on 36.5 
milhon acres of land in the 
conservation reserve pro- 


gram. Also, through the con- 
servation compliance pro- 
gram, soilerosion on another 
135 million acres will be re- 
duced by 50 percent to 60 
percent However, prior to 
conservation compliance, 
farmers voluntarily reduced 
erosion by 2.75 times asmuch 
as the program will when 
fully implemented in 1995. 

Meanwhile, crop protec- 
tion chemical use is down 20 
percent from 1982, and ni- 
trogen fertilizeruse efficiency 
on corn isup 14 percent from 
1980. The use of conserva- 
tion tillage has increased 
steadily, now representing 
31.2 percent of all planted 
acres. As an example, no-till 
soy bean acreage quadrupled 
between 1989 and 1992, the 
lowa farmer testified. 

“T hope you will continue 
to support a voluntary, in- 
centive-based, educational 
conservation effort,” Kleck- 
ner said. “It 1s the road to 
success.”

Tunmng the week ending 
April 25 Maryland farmers 
worked as much as their 
slowly drying fields would 
allow, to make progress pre 
panng tields and planting 
crops. Fruit trees welcomed 
some spring-hke weather 

An average of 3.3 days 
was suitable for fieldwork 
during the week ending April 
25, according to the Mary 
Jand Agnmcultural Statistics 
Service. Across the state, 35 
percent of the topsoil had 
adequate moisture, while 65 
percent had surplus mois 
ture Subsoil moisture was 
adequate in 24 percent of 
Maryland, while 76 percent 
had surplus moisture. 

Field preparation was be- 
hind normal with about 21 
percentcompleted. Pastures 
and cattle were in excellent 
condition, with adequate hay 
supplies and pastures devel- 
oping nicely. Small grains 
were in fair to mostly good 
condition, plants were still 
faining size and only rarely 
were beginning to head 
Plantings of green peas and 
potatoes made rapid 
progress, now two thirds to 
three fourths planted, but 
behind normal progress 
Hianting of both sweet com 
and fieldcomadvancedslowly. 
Sweet potato growers were fin- 
ishing their plantings

who qualify, in cost-shar- 


ing on conservation prac- 
tices to correct soil and wa- 
ter problems on their land. 

The ACP assists in the 
installation of soil saving 
practices, including grass 
cover, sod waterways, 
stripcropping, watering 
troughs, manure pits and 
stream protection in order 
tu control erosion.

Clean Water Act Rewrite Needs 
Sensible Programs, Adequate Funding 


Any rewrite of the nation’s 
Clean Water Act must be sci- 
ence-based and incentive- 
oriented to be successful, the 
American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration told a House Public 
Works and Transportation 
panel last week. 

Testifying before the panel's 
Subcommittee on Water Re- 
sources und Environment, 
Pennsylvania Farm Bureau 
President Keith Eckel said, “It 
18 important for everyone to 
know that whatever water 
quality problems exist in rural 
Amenca they are manageable 
problems and not a crisis.” 

Sensible non-point source 
pollution programs should 
include locally designed so- 
lutions, reasonable wetlands 
regulations and pollution 
permit trading, Eckel said. 

Eckel outlined the need 
for a non-point source pollu- 
tion program that retains the 
basic tenets of the current 
Clean Water Act’s Section 
319. That program preserves 
“the right of the states as the 
unit of government respon- 
sible for water quality stan-

He urged Congress to 
avoid the temptation to adopt 
federally prescribed “one- 
size-fits-all” solutions.

In addi- 
tion, he said a “sound and 
trusted” delivery system of 
information, technology, and 
assistance to the farm-gate 
are needed.

lands law be passed. “From 
the standpoint of equity of 
landowners and good con- 
servation,” he said, such a 
statute is long overdue. 

“Wetlands protection ef- 
forts have grown not by de- 
sign but by default, litiga- 
tion and bureaucratic expan- 
sion, rather than clear con- 
gressional intent,” he said. 
“No one can defend (current 
regulations) as a credible 
wetlands policy. It is not fair 
to landowners, nur dues it 
adequately protect wetland 
areas.” 

Effective wetlands and 
non-point source programs 
depend on “an adequate com- 
mitment of financial re- 
sources,” Eckel said. 

“If it is in fact a prionty, 
Congress must re-allocate 
resources and consider new 
approacheslike permit trad- 
ing, which recognizes prop- 
erty rights and markets for 
making real, long-term wa- 
ter-quality improvements,” 
he testified. “To establish 
programs without the means 
tomake them succeed merely 
gets us up for failure.” 

Eckel, an AFBF board 
member, observed that farm- 
ers and ranchers want .0 do 
what isright for the environ- 
ment, and they will respond 
to problems when provided 
with sound science and rehi- 
able, cost-effective solutions 

“Our public policies afiect 


ing water quality should be 
based on fact, not percep- 
tion,” he said. “There is a 


critical need for continued 
research and a greater un- 
derstanding of the site-spe- 
cific linkages between farm 





practices and water quality.” 

Eckel identified an “ur- 
gent need to consolidate the 
multitude of water-quality 
programs at the federal and 
state level,” but he expressed 
concern with a few aspects of

Exceptionally cool, wet weather has greatly delayed 
weevil development. Furthermore, the short fall season of 
1992 lhmited adult activity and thus, reduced the threat of 
early spring infestations of larvae from the hatch of over 
wintered eggs. Although it 13 too early for management 
decisions, | suggest that you concentrate scouting on fields 
with southern exposures to spot early weevil development 
Although the present outlook calls for late and subnormal 
levels of weevil, one never knows for sure 

High-t.ysine Corn 

Yellow and white dent, waxy, high-lysine, high-oil, sweet 
and pop are examples of the flood of current day corn types. 
Each has unique charactenstics that affect its use and, in 
some cases, in how it is grown 

Let's take a look at high-lysine corn. All protein is a 
combination of building blocks called amino acids Although 
normal dent corn contains about 9.4 percent protein, the 
quantity of twoessential aminoacids, lysine andtryptophane, 
13 below nutritional requirements for non-ruminant ami- 
mals and humans. High-lysine (opaque-2) corn corrects this 


deficiency and may be advantageous in swine feeding ra- 
tions. Appropnate feed supplementing 1s the alternative 
method of balancing the ration for these amino acids. 

Adapted vaneties of high-lysine corm are limited in 
number and are generally lower in grain yield than normal 
dent corn varieties. The softer kernels of lysine corn result 
in more breaking and cracking at harvest, which can lead to 
higher incidence of kernel or ear rot. Production fields must 
be grown in isolation from other corn fields. Cross-pollina- 
tion results in normal dent corn. A separation distance of 100 
vards 1s suggested. 

Which One Do 1 I'se? 

Surfactants, additives or adjuvants...more products on 
the market than you can count on your “fingers and toes.” 
Sometimes they are needed, sometimes they are not! Which 
one do you choose? Let’s take a brief look at what they are. 

When added to a pesticide, a surfactant reduces the 
surface tension between two unlike matenals, such as a 
spray film and a solid surface. For example, by adding a 
surfactant to a spraver. oil and water will mix and can he 
sprayed on plant surfaces. With increased emphasis on safe 
application of pesticides, such factors as droplet size, spray 
pattern, and pesticide drift have focused more attention on 
surfactants to give ideal coverage for pesticides. 

Surfactants include: activators, compatibility agents. 
deflocculators, detergents, dispersants, emulsifiers, foam 
and drift suppressants, and spreading, sticking and wetting 
agents (whew') These matenals are added toa spray mix to 
help keep the pesticide in suspension; improve cohesiveness 
and dispersion of the spray: and increase the wetting (or 
coverage) of the leaves, fruits and stems. 

The pesticide label should state whether a surfactant is 
needed or should he added to a spray mix for certain 
application and should indicate restrictions in the selection 
of compatible surfactants. In many cases, surfactants have 
been designed specifically for use with fungicides, insect: 
cides, or herbicides. 

All commercial spreading, sticking and wetting agents 
should be mixed stnctly according to label directions. Add- 
Ing more surfactant than recommended may cause exces 
sive runoff, resulting in a poor spray deposit and reduce 
control. In general, if the spray mix contains one or more 
pesticides produced or formulated by the same company, use 
a surfactant sold or recommended by that company. Surfac- 
tants are sold separately from pesticides and are not subject 
tu EPA registration 

Although choosing an effective surfactant to accompany 
a specific pesticide is not a simple task, the label will state 
whether a surfactant is needed and the brand that should be 
used. Some pesticide products will already contain the 
surfactant

Strawberry Weevils Or Clippers 

Many of our area strawberry growers may have never 
noticed or recognized the strawberry clipper However, you 
probably have wondered many times what was clipping off 
the strawberry buds The clipped buds are much easier to 
spot than the weevils After 2 or 3 days of warmer weather 
with temperatures above 65 degrees, the over-wintered 
adults will emerge tofeed and lay eggsinthe unopened buds. 
Chpper problems are most likely to occur in plantings 
adjacent to woodjots where concentrations of over-wintered 
adults are the greatest. If youhave hada problem in the past, 
1 would suggest that you initiate a spray program until you 
learn more about the habits of the weevil or clipper. | would 
recommend that you apply either Methoxychlor or Lorsban 
IEC for control (follow directions on the label). Apply after 
new growth starts and before fruit buds are visible. Repeat 
10 days later

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Asparagus Beetle 

Wherever asparagus 1s grown, the asparagus beetle will 
make ita appearance as soon as the shoots push above the soil 
inthe spring They gnaw out the tender buds at the tips and 
cause the tips to be scarred and browned. The eggs are 
deposited in great numbers on the tips. After the leaves come 
out, the beetles and their slug-like larvae gnaw the surface 
of the stems and devour the leaves, thus robbing the root 
system of the food materials needed to form a good crop of 
shoots for the following season. The larvae also excrete a 
black fluid that stains the plants. Adult asparagus beetle 
injury 1s especially semous in new plantings. 

The adult asparagus beetles are about 1/4 to wa inch in 
length and are smooth, shiny and shghtly elongated. The 
common asparagus beetle has a metallic blue head and 
bluish black wing covers with three yellowish squared spots 
and reddish outer margins. The area just behind the head 1s 
red with two blue spots. The spotted asparagus beetle is red- 
orange or tan and has six black spots on each wing cover. 

Contro] Measurers - Asparagus plants should be 
sprayed or dusted with Sevin or Malathion. Read the label 
on retreatments and harvest dates. After the cutting season, 
the plants should be dusted with Sevin or Malathion, not 
only to lessen the injury to developing plants, but also to 
reduce the number of beetles the following spring. Many 
beneficial insects feed on or parasitize the various life stages 
of the beetle. Ladybird beetles, other predaceous beetles. 
soldier bugs, certain small wasps, flies and dragon flies 
reduce asparagus beetle populations. However, these benefic- 
ial insects often do not give sufficient control. The insect 
appears to be much less destructive in wet seasons. In small 
gardens, larvae can be knocked from plantsontothe soil. The 
larvae usually are unable toreclimb the plant and die on the 
soil 

Hints To The Home Landscaper 

With the planting season just around the comer, many 
homeowners will be bringing plants home from nurseries 
and garden centers. One or more of the following mistakes 
for new plants may cause dissatisfaction with the outcome: 

* Buying the wrong plant. The problem is usually not the 
plant but the location of the plant in your garden or land- 
scape. All too often | find gardeners purchasing plants 
because the plant has a chance to survive under conditions 
of their garden. A similar problem occurs when the plant 
grows too large for the landscape. 

*Setting the plant too deep into the soil. This will cause 
problems with most plants. Plants that are container-grown 
and balled or burlapped should be set shghtly higher in the 
hole to allow to settle after planting. Bare-rooted plants can 
be set slightly lower with little harm. 

*Setting a dry plant. Most container-grown plants are 
produced with an artificial material around their root sys- 
tem. When this organic matenal dries out, it can be very

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difficult to wet again. If dry plants are not watered well, the 
drying process continues in the hole and the plant dies 

*Forgetting to water plants Newly set plants need a 
thorough watering, even if the soil around them 1s moist 
The first watering after planting will settle the soil and 
remove any air pockets, which often reduce root expansion 
into the backfill soil. 

*Digging a small hole. Many gardeners will make a 
planting hole just large enough for the root ball. Even if these 
plants are given optimum care, they seldom grow properly 
or survive long. A hole one and one-half times the root 
diameter 1s considered ideal 

*Prepanng backfill soil. The horticulture industry is 
beginning to get away from amending backfill soil with large 
amounts of organic matter. Bare-root plants can be back 
filled with good soil that came from the hole. Container- 
grown and balled or burlapped plants still should get some 
organic matter in the backfill soil to produce a transition 
between the soil around the rootball and the site's soil. 
Adding 4 to 10 percent organic matter would be a good 
starting point. 

*Using too much fertilizer. The new roots that a plant 
sends out can be easily burned by the salt in fertilizer. Most 
plants will establish very well with light applications or no 
fertilizer at all. As soon as the plant is well established and 


has a good root system, fertilizer can be apphed.
